part of President Huerta. This was 
regarded as possible of accomplish- 
ment by diplomatic means until the 
report of an ultimatum became public 
a report whose effects have not been 
entirely counteracted by Secretary | 
Bryan’s denials. 

The suggestion submitted did not 
set a time limit, although it is gen- 
erally considered that the limit, in 
the opinion of Washington, expired 
to-night. It is probable that the 
United States will now put its propo- 
sitions in the form of demands in 
writing, which will require an answer. 
The suggestions as submitted merely 
indicated what would be regarded as 
acceptable to the United §tates. 

Tt is generaily understood “here that 
President Huerta practically . indi- 
cated his unwillingness to accede to 
the suggestions, and consequently 
left the United States free to make 
the next move. Developments are 
expected in the next few days, as it 
is understood that Chargé O’Shaugh- 
nessy is merely waiting for further 
instructions from Washington. 

In view of the warlike preparations 
now being made and the wide pub- 
licity given to the ultimatum, it is be- 
lieved that President Huerta will not 
yield to the representations of the 
Washington Government. 

Censcription for the Federal Army 
is actively in progress. For the last 
four days all able-bodied Mexicans 
found on the streets have been pressed 
into the ranks. Employes of news- 
papers and other establishments re- 
quiring night work are in fear of 
seizure as they go to and from their 
places of employment; for many such 
have already been forced into mili- | 
tary service. 


President Huerta to-day issued a de- 
cree making bank bills legal tender 


for any amount and obligatory of ac- | fr 


ceptance throughout the Republic, and | 
stating also that these bills would be 
irredeemable one year from date, al- 
though the banks would be obliged to 
maintain reserves to cover them ac- 
cording to law. The bankers expect 
this move to be followed by a drop in 
quotations of Mexican money, except 
coin, which is unexportable. 

The move is regarded as drastic and 
is believed to be the outcome of the 
statement of the banks that they 


were unable to advance funds to the 
Government without weakening their 


reserves. It is regarded as entirely 


possible that the Government will 
ask the banks to substitute Govern- 
ment bonds for the gold and silver 
reserves now in their vaults. This 
has been expected for some time and 
was regarded as inevitable yesterday 
when the National Bank put in cir- 
culation a large number of bills 
dated Nov. 4.

‘Dynamiter Said to be in Florida on 
Way to South America.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 5.—Ortie E. 


McManigal, the dynamiter whose con- 
fession convicted the McNamaras, was 
taken from the County Jail here where 
he had been for two years and seven 
months, and it was said to-night that 


he was in or near Tampa, Fla., on 
his way to South America. An order 
to send his clothing and effects to 
Tampa was received at the jail to-day. 

That McManigal is free is not 
denied by District Attorney Fredericks, 
Neither does the District Attorney 
deny that the dynamiter never will 
be brought back. 

“It would be a nice thing: for me 
to tell the world where he is and what 
he is going to do, wouldn’t it?” said 
Mr. Fredericks. 

Another county official, however, 
said to-day that Los Angeles had seen 
the last of McManigal, and that the 
indictments for blowing up the Llewel- 
lyn Iron Works would be. dismissed 
within a reasonable time. He atso 
said McManigal was released because 
the Government had no further use for 
him, and because when he was ar- 
rested he was practically assured that 
if he confessed he would not be prose- 
cuted, providing he could show that 
he had caused no loss of life by his 
eperations. His release was in ac- 
cordance with that pledge, and through 
the mystery surrounding his departure 
the officials hoped to baffle his ene- 
mies. 


BARE EPSTEIN’S WORK. 


Poets Remove the Cover from the 
Censored Oscar Wilde Monument. 


PARIS, Nov. 5.—A band of twenty 
men, composed “for the most part ot | 
poets, to-day stormed Pére Lachaise} 
Cemetery and tore off and carried 
away the covering which has been con- 
cealing Epstein’s monument over the 
grave of Oscar Wilde. 

Up to to-night the authorities had 
taken nod steps to replace the covering. 











For some reason or other, never ex~- 
plained, the French authorities took 4 
dislike to Jacob Epstein’s remarkable 
monument to Wilde in Pére Lachaise, 
and, as the sculptor indignantly re- 
fused to modify it, they covered it up. 

The tomb is regarded as a master- 


piece. Epstein was born in New York | 
of Russo-Jewish parents in 1880, but/| 
has made his reputation in Europe. His 


work for the new building of the British 
Medical Association in London was the 
cause of an animated controversy. He 
is regarded as one of the most prom- 
ising and original of the younger sculp- 
tors now working In England.

| March, 1912, when, with death actual- 


ly in the tent pitched for the last 
time in the frozen waste of the great 
Barrier, the dying commander wrote: 
“The end cannot be far. It seems a 
pity, but I do not think I can write 


more. For God’s sake, look after our 
people.” 
Published in facsimile, the last 


lines, although they are penciled by 
the hand of a man suffering physical 
agonies due to frozen feet and the 
resultant commencement of mortifi- 
cation spreading upward, and _ to 
acute mental distress and almost at 
the actual point of death, are marked 
by masculine firmness and complete 
absence of tremor. 

The. second volume includes Dr. 
Atkinson’s report giving the reasons 
why it was impossible to undertake 
the relief of Scott, but the bulk of the 
volume is devoted to the scientific 
achievements of the expedition. 

THE New York TIMEs has already 
published the main facts of Capt. 
Scott’s absorbing narrative. What 
follows has been heretofore unpub- 
lished and throws light on obscure 
points. 

Petty Officer Evans’s Collapse. 


Scott, next to the blizzards and the 
phenomenally low temperatures on 
the Barrier, ascribed the disaster 
mainly to the astonishing failure of 
the strongest man of the party, Petty 
Officer Evans, a physical giant. A 
study of:the diaries shows the course 
and causes of the failure. 

The first reference, Jan. 17, 1912, 
to Evans’s frozen hands says this 
compelled premature camping, <A 
week later Evans’s nose was frozen 
and-his fingers were badly blistered, 
Scott wrote: “He is a good deal run 
down. He is very much annoyed 
with himself, which is not a good 
sign.” 

On Jan. 29, 1912, “‘ Evans dislodged 
two fingernails. His hands are real- 
ly bad, and to my surprise he shows 
signs of losing heart over it. He has 
not been cheerful since the accident.” 

There are several subsequent sim- 
ilar entries. On Feb. 17 Scott writes: 

“ A very terrible day. Evans looked 
a little better after a good sleep. He 
declared, as he always did, that he 
was quite well, and started in his 
place in the traces, but half an hour: 
later he worked his ski-shoes adrift 
and had to leave the sledge. The sur- 
face was awfully soft, recently fallen 
snow clogging the ski and runners at 
every step. 

“After we had stopped an hour 


Evans came up again, but very slow- 
ly. Half an hour later he dropped 
out again on the same plea, and 
asked Bowers to lend him a piece of 
string. I cautioned him to come on 
as quickly as he could. He an- 
swered cheerfully, as I thought. We 
had to push on, and the remainder of 
us were forced to pull very hard and 
were sweating very heavily. 

“Seeing Evans a long way astern 
we camped for lunch. There was no 
alarm at first. Evans still not appear- 
ing, we looked out and saw him still 
far off. By this time we were alarmed 


and started back on skis. 

“T was the first to reach the poor 
man. I was shocked by his appear- 
ance. He was on his knees, his cloth- 


ing disarranged, his hands uncovered 


and frostbitten, a wild look in his eyes, 


T asked what was the matter. He re- 
plied with slow ‘Speech that he did 
not know; he thought he must have 
fainted. 

“We got him to his feet, but after 


two or three steps he sank down 


again and showed every sign of com- 


plete collapse.

ABANDONS HIS CAR | BANDITS SHOOT 


AND KILLS HIMSELF 


Deserted Auto Led to Finding of 
Dr. Hjardemaal Dead from 
Gas in Huntington House.

HUNTINGTON, L. I., Nov. 5.—Curi- 
ous about a car which had been found 
Tuesday afternoon, abandoned here at 
New York and Fairview Avenues, the 
owner of the Willets garage, to whose 
care the police had instrusted it, tele- 
phoned to-day to the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, and learned that the ma- 
chine was registered as that of Dr. Her- 
man E: Hjardemaal, a successful physi- 
cian with a practice in Brooklyn and 
Huntington, where he had a Summer 
home in New Street. Willets called the 
Summer. home and. central told him 
Huntington 131 M did not answer. Then 
he called Dr. Hjardemaal’s house at 520 
Nostrand Avenue, Brooklyn, and Mrs. 
Hjardemaal came to the telephone. 

She did: not seem greatly surprised to 
learn that the automobile had been 
found thus cast away, and urged Mr. 
Willets to go or send to the New Street 
home to see if Dr. Hjardemaal were 
there. P 

“Please go at once,” she urged, “ for 
I am afraid he has killed himself.” 

A few moments later, accompanied by 
Policeman Biggs, the Coroner, Dr. Will- 
iam B. Gibson of Huntington, was on 
his way to Dr. Hjardemaal’s home here. 
The. house appeared to be deserted, and 
the frequent ringing of the bell brought 
no response. 

Then they forced their way in and 
once inside, the overpowering odor of 
escaping gas .confirmed the fears of 
Mrs. Hjardemaal, The gas led them 
to the bathroom adjoining the doctor’s 
bed-room on the second floor and there 
they found him deac. With the most 
methodical arrangement of detail, he 
had committed suicide, probably more 
than twenty-four hours: before. 

With his back against the wall, he 
was seated on a mattress which he 
had pulled from the bed in the next 
room. Before seating himself there, he 
had taken a dose of morphine and 
turned on the gas, 

He was dressed in his bathrobe and 
his clothing wgs found in the bed-room, 
neatly piled. On the table was a roll 
of money, weighted down by his watch. 
There, too, was an envelope full of 
family photographs and the envelope 
had scribbled on it the information that 
he had intended burning the pictures 
but had changed his mind. He left 
two letters, one t wife and one to 
Peter Aitken of Brooklyn. 

The letter to Mrs. Hjardemaal was 
brief. It simply said he was going 
away and expressed the hope that she 
would -be happy. 

' The note to Aitken was couched in an 
intimacy that hid the meaning from the 
officials. 

“J hardly think,” it read, “that T. 
K. will be far ahead of me. I will soon 
find out. My cousin Leunbach is due 
on the steamer Savoie on the sixteenth. 
You see him and do what explaining is 
necessary.” 

From Mrs. Hjardemaal the authori- 
ties learned later that she had driven 
out to Huntington with him Monday,. 
where he went three times a week to 
keep office hours. During the atfter- 
noon, while his patients were visiting 
him. she went out, and when she re- 
turned, thinking to drive back to 
Brooklyn, his stenographer told her he 
had driven off somewhere. After wait- 
ing a while, Mrs. Hjardemaal took her 
motor coat over her arm and marched 
to. the station to return to Brooklyn 
alone and by train. She saw her hus- 
band .again Monday evening in their 
Nostrand Avenue home. Between them 
there that evening there was some dis- 
pute, one that was neither violent nor 
unprecedented, according to his wife, 
but one which ended in his putting on 
his hat, leaving the house and driving 
off, never to return. 

If, as some of the neighbors think, 
they heard him halting his car in New 
Street just at daylight on Tuesday 
morning, the doctor may have driven 
up and down Long Island all the earlier 
hours of election day developing in his 
mind the purpose that led to his empty 
home and his suicide. 

There was persistent recurrence of the 
story in Huntington that the doctor had 
been repeatedly harassed during all his 
residence there by an anonymous letter 
writer. 

Dr. Hjardemaal was 40 years old.

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AT TWO IN AUTO 


Fail to Hold Up Gail A. McLaury 
and Woman Companion on 
Lafayette Boulevard. 








Gail A. McLaury, a feather importer 
living at 18 West Twenty-fifth Street, 
reported an exciting meeting with high- 
waymen early this morning in the ex- 
treme northern end of Manhattan. He 
was shot at several times, he said, and 
the bullets, which smashed the wind- 
shield of his automobile, passed between 
himself and a woman sitting by his side. 

“I was driving up Lafayette Boule- 
vard in my automobile,” said Mr. Mc- 
Laury, “going to Yonkers with a lady. 
AS we were opposite the home of C. K. 
G. Billings, at Fort Washington Road 
and 196th Street, I noticed another auto- 
mobile’ between the roadway and the 
river with its front wheels in a gutter. 
A man ran out into the road when he 
saw me.coming and began waving his 
arms. I thought his car had broken 
down and prepared to stop and give 
what assistance I could. 

“As I slowed down, however, I sud- 
denly saw a revolver in his right hand. 
In a flash I realized what it meant. The 
man was a highwayman. Determined to 
take a chance, I jerked my throttle wide 
open and dashed full &peed straight at 
the man. He fired pointblank at me 
as he jumped out of the way, and three 


bullets splintered my glass windshield 
and went whistling between me and my 
companion. I heard them distinctly, and 
they came close. 

“The man fired two more shots, I 
think, but in less than a second I was 
past him and speeding as fast as my 
auton.obile would go up the road. I 
saw another man in the automobile at 
the roadside as I flew past, and the 


lady with me said she saw two or three. 
I wouldn’t swear how many there were, 
but they were certainly clever. and 
daring highway robbers. I know I 
escaped by a narrow margin.” 

Mr. McLaury said he drove on to 207th 
Street and Broadway and notified the 
police, who told him a hold-up of an 
automobile party had occurred two 
weeks ago near the spot where he met 
the highwaymen. Mr. McLaury added 
that he had passed several mounted po- 
licemmen along the road on which he was 
driving before the robbery was attempt- 
ed, and thet one of these had passed 
lees than haif a mile south of the place. 


39 FRENCH TRAIN VICTIMS. 


Thirteen Others Badly Hurt ir Dis- 
aster to Marseilles Express. 
MELUN, Nov. 5.—Over forty persons 
were killed when the Marseilles-Paris 


express train was wrecked by a. col- 
lision with a local train near here late 


last night. 
When darkness caused a suspension 
of operations to-hight thirty-nine 


bodies. had been. recovered from the 
wreck, and others are believed to be 
under .the ruins. 

Several persons in a dying condition 
are still pinned beneath the wreckage. 
After many hours of agony, one of 
them, Mme. Amic, gave directions for 
the disposal of her Jewels. 

Nine of the victims were Government 
postal clerks who. were engaged in sort- 
ing letters in the mail cars. Two of 
the others were:a French infantry cap- 
tain and his wife, while another was a 
well known merchant of Lyons. 

Thirteen peeeroecre were seriously 
hurt, and others were badly shaken. 

None of the killed or injured is an 
American. One of.the passengers on 
the train who escaped injury gave the 
name of McAdams of Tennessee. 

President Poincaré and Louis Masse, 
Minister of Commerce and Posts, to- 
day visited the scene of the wreck, 
afterward going to the hospitals where 
the injured are being cared for. The 
two statesmen subscribed $1,000 as the 
nucleus of a fund for the assistance of 
the families of the victims.

Mrs. Olmsted testified that in 1906 her 
husband threatened to shoot her; that 
in 1904 he struck and beat her, and that 
in 1909 he threatened to have her put 
in an lunatic asylum. 


Mr. Olmsted did not contest the ac- 
tion.

DEMOCRATS DEMAND 
MURPHY’S REMOVAL 


Tri-Borough Combination May 
Oust Him by Breaking 
McCooey in Kings. 








MARTIN SEES NEW TAMMANY 


Men Like Mitchel or Malone May 
Come to Leadership When the 
“Joke’’ Has Been Removed. 





How is the Democratic organiza- 
tion in this city to be reformed? 

That question occupied the minds 
yesterday of many independent Dem- 
ocrats as well as organization men, 
and before many“weeks actual steps, 
in all probability, will be taken to 
carry into effect some plan that will 
mean the end of Charles F. Murphy 
as the controlling power and the rise 
of a new and better local Democracy. 


The overwhelming defeat of Tam- 
many on Tuesday has- brought the 


present unenviable position of the 
Democracy in New York City sharply 
to the attention of those Democrats 
who want to see the party placed in 
a better light tefore the nation. The 
opportunity, it is freely admitted, 
was never better; but it is also 
thoroughly understood that it -must. 
be seized at once, before Murphy and 
his adherents have time to reas- 
semble their disheartened forces. In 
the general discussion of the situa- 
tion yesterday it was agreed that 
there were two ways of attacking 
the problem—one from the inside, the 
other from the outside of Tammany. 
To reform Tammany from the out- 
side, it was stated, would. mean the 
building up ofa rival Democratic or- 
ganization. The method of attacking 
Tammany from the inside appeals with 
greater force to the men who are prac- 
tical enough to realize that to try to 
displace it with another organization 
would mean a fight lasting years. To 
fight it from the inside, it was pointed 
out, would mean that the district lead- 
ers themselves could be used in the 
cleaning-up process, helped by the in- 
dependent Democrats from the outside, 
who would support the organization so 


long as supreme, power was not in- 
trusted to one man. 


Will Begin the War via McCooey. 


No matter what course is finally de- 
cided upon, the fight to dislodge Mur- 
phy will begin at once. Inside of the 
organization, and working’ entirely 
apart from those on the outside, certain 
leaders have already started a move- 
ment with that object in view, -and it 
was pretty generally agreed on all sides 
yesterday that Murphy was at last face 
to face with conditions which warrant 
the opinion that the end of his ruler- 
ship was at hand. 

Ever since the Baltimore convention 
there have been mutterings of revolt 
in the inner circles of Tammany, and 
Tuesday 2 disaster has brought the in- 
surréection almost to a head. Even the 
most hide-bound district leader is aware 
that the organization cannot live on de- 
feats, and the more radical are already 
looking anxiously toward another 
leader. In all probability Murphy will 
be informed in a gentle way during the 
next’ few days that the best thing that 
could happen for all concerned would 
be for him to resign. If he does not 
take the hint, the plan to dislodge him 
will then be carried out. 

One,.of the dissatisfied leaders ex- 
plained. yesterday that the fight to get 
rid of. Murphy. would not be made di- 
rectly upon. him, but upon John’ H. Mc- 
Cooey, the Democratic leader in Brook-— 
lyn. Murphy and McCooey hold the 
balance of power in the organization 
and so long as McCooey is in control in 
Brooklyn he will deliver enough district 
leaders to ‘‘ put over’’ anything Mur- 
phy wants. With McCooey out of the 
way and a less servile party man in his 
tlace, the leaders of the Bronx and 
Queens will join with Brooklyn and hold 
the balance of power in the Executive 
Committee of the organization. Then 
Murphy’s power will be broken and he 
will have to step down and out. 

‘‘Murphy is drunk with power. He 
does not realize that he is directly re- 
sponsible for the humiliating position 
the party is in to-day,’’ said one of the 
more independent leaders yesterday. 
‘‘He has gone further than any other 
boss of Tammany Hall ever dared go. 
The party will go down to greater hu- 
miliation if he is not pried loose.’’ 

Prefer Reform From the Inside. 

The anti-Murphy element within Tam- 
many “does not take kindly to the sug- 
gestion that the independent Democrats 


form a rival organization, for they say 
that thousands of Democrats who believe 
in Tammany will remain loyal to it and 
even stand by Murphy rather than see 
it driven out of existence. Moreover, 
they point out, these same independent 
Democrats will work willingly with the 
organization if its one-man power is over- 
thrown. If @ means can be devised of 
uniting the anti-Murphy Democrats in 
and out of the regular organization, 
Tammany can be reorganized in a way 
to establish it in the good graces of the 
community. 

After the cleaning-up process has 
been completed, it is probable that a 
plan will be evolved whereby the dif- 
ferent boroughs of the city will have 
better representation in the party coun- 
cils. Instead of a few_men gathering 
secretly at night at Delmonico’s or 
some other favored place, to make up 
@ municipal ticket, every leader will 
have a chance to be heard and_ his 
opinion will be respected. That method 
alone, it was pointed out, would work 
a complete revolution within the or- 
ganization. One leader who did not 
wish his name used, talked of the situa- 


tion yesterday as follows: 

“Murphy obtains his power from the 
district leaders. If he controls enough 
district leaders to have a majority in 
the Executive Committee of the or- 
ganization, he can do pretty much as 
he pleases. That is what he has been 
doing all along. If new district leaders 
are elected who are anti-Murphy, they 
can take the power away from Murphy, 

“Under the primary law candidates 
for district leaders must go before the 

eople of their districts for election. 
Khere is nothing to prevent the better 
element of the party from putting up 
decent men who will not be controlled by 
such men as Murphy. If they are elect- 
ed they will be in a position to fight 
Murphy from thé inside, which is the 
most effectual way to fight him. If 
these, independent Democrats who want 
to bring about a change in Tammany 
will follow some such method as this 
they will accomplish far more than if 
they established an organization of 
their own and tried to put Tammany 
out of business by starving it to death. 

‘There must be a leader of any kind 
of an organization and if a new leader 
is established in Tammany Hall, all the 
reforms now so strenuously advocated 
can be brought about. The trouble with 
the independent Democrats, so-called, 
is that many of them are not sincere 
in their talk about reforming Tammany. 
They have selfish reasons for wishing 
the downfall of the organization and 
they will do ee to bring it about. 
Many of them are disappointed office- 
seekers, and any organization they have 
anything to do with will be worse than 
Tammany in the long run. Let them 
elect district leaders who will not stand 
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HIGH COURT HEARS WOMAN. 


Mrs. Sorin Argues Mining Suit [ :- 
fore Judges of Supreme Bench. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—A rare oc- 
currence took place to-day in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, when 
Mrs. Sarah H. Sorin of Arizona ap- 
peared as the sole representative of a 
corporation in a big mining suit. Only 
on a few occasions have women ad- 
dressed the court, and then, in nearly 
every instance, only as associate coun- 
sel. 

Mrs. Sorin was defending the claim of 
the United Globe Mines, a corporation 
of which she is general counsel, to two 
mining claims in Gila County, Arizona. 
James H. Work also claims the mines. 

When the case was brought to the 
Supreme Court Mrs. Sorin was associ- 
ated-with her father, William Herring, 
as counsel, Since then Mr. Herring has 
died, and Mrs. Sorin has undertaken to 
fight the case to the end. The decision 


in the Supreme Court of Arizona was 
in her favor. 


WON’T SAVE MRS. WAKEFIELD 


Gov. Baldwin Declines to Commute 
the Death Sentence.

NEW HAVEN, Nov. 5.—Gov. Bald- 
win said to-day that he would let the 
law take its course in the case of Mrs. 
Bessie Wakefield, who was sentenced 
yesterday to be hanged next March for 
complicity in the murder of her hus- 
band. However, the Governor’s state- 
ment did not check the movement for 


the commutation of the woman's sen- 
tence, 

The Women’s i olitical Equality Club 
of this city is circulating a petition ask- 
ing that the sentence be changed to 
life imprisonment. Mrs. Lee H. Herz 
of the club said to-night: ‘I am op- 
posed to capital punishment and shall 
work for the commutation of Mrs. 
Wakefield’s sentence. If women had 
the right to vote there would be no 
capital punishment.” 

Mrs. Terrence McDermott, another 
member, said: SI hope that Mrs. Wake- 
field will not be hanged and that the 
sentence will be commuted.” 


WOMEN DOCTORS TESTIFY. 


Co-respondent In Walker Divorce 
Case Innocent, They Say.

NEWPORT, Nov. 5.—Dr. Sarah Ellen 
Palmer and Dr. Emma B. Culbertson, 
both of Boston, testified to-day in the 
divorce suit of Nina Walker against 
James Wilson G. Walker, formerly a 
civil engineer in the navy, that Mabel 
Cochrane, named as co-respondent, was 
innocent. They based their statements 
on examinations made by them on May 
28,1911. 

The suit was for limited divorce, and 
was settled once in favor of Mrs. 
Walker, but the Supreme Court of 
Rhode Island allowed a new trial when 


attorneys for Mr. Walker announced 
that they had important new evidence 
which they could not obtain for the 
first trial. This was the medical evi- 
dence introduced to-day.

Senator. 


NORTH CAROLINA ROAD DAY. 


Gov. Craig and Hundreds of Citi- 
zens Work on the Highways.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., Nov.: 5.—Gov. 
Locke Craig to-day abandoned his frock 
coat for overalls and joined a squad of 
citizens in grading a stretch of road in 
the Haw Creek district, near Asheville.

Heavy Fusion Vote in the Sronx 
Deprives Tammany of a Su- 
preme Court Judgeship.

More complete returns from Tues- 
day’s election from the State and ¢ity 
show remarkable results in more ways 
than one. In the city the Fusion latids 
slide was greater even than Tuesday's 
late figures indicated. 

John Purroy Mitchel’s plurality over 
Edward E. McCall, the Tammany May- 
oralty candidate, was 121,209; Controi- 
ler Prendergast’s over Herman A, Métz, 
41,788, and George McAneny’s over Jo- 
seph A. Goulden for President of the 
Board of Aldermen, 73,143, while Mar- 
cus M. Marks, for Borough President of 
Manhattan, had a plurality over his 


Democratic opponent of 25,122. The 
entire Fusior county ticket was swept 
in by pluralities larger even than Tues 
day’s late results indicated. 

In the State, the one case th which 
full revised returns are not yet available 
is the .contest for Chief Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, and the result ts very 
close. On the face of the present re- 
turns William E. Werner, the Repub- 
lican candidate, has apparently lost by 
about 1,600 votes. 

Complete returns may change this re- 
sult. With complete figures from four 
counties still to come in, Judge Bai t- 
lett’s plurality over Judge Werner is 
1,615. These counties are Alleghany, 
Franklin, Tioga, and Wyoming. 

William Barnes, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, after figur- 
ing on yesterday’s early returns, Was 
inclined to concede Judge Bartlett's” 
election. He said: ‘ 

“Apparently Judge Werner has 
been defeated for Chief Judge of the 
Court of Appeals by about 7,00u. 
Judge Hiscock, however, has been 
elected by about 60,000. The dispar- 
ity in the vote is the Independence 
League vote, which was against 
Werner. 

“It is clear from the figures that the 
Republican Party of the State is eriér- 
gized and full of vital force. The newly 
elected Republican Assembly well het 
expectations by a programme of enlight- 
ened advance on orderly lines, espe- 
cially if it proposes a thorough revision 


of our restrictive principles and election 
laws.’”’ 


With the full figures from the abdve 
eight counties missing, Judge Hiscock's 
plurality over that of his Democratie 
opponent, Abram I. Elkus, is 41,8%5, 
Judge Bartlett’s plurality in New York 
County was 43,534; in the Bronx, 13,040, 
and in Kings, 7,953. Erie gave Judge 
Bartlett a. plurality of 8,004. It was 


these big pluralities in Democratic 
strongholds that overturned the big vote 


from the strongly Republican counties.* 
Complete returns show that eighty-two 


Republican Assemblymen, fifty Demo- 
cratic, and eighteen Progressives were 
elected. Twenty-nine of the Democratié 
Assemblymen who voted for the iin- 
peachment of Gov. Sulzer were defeated 
and seventeen were elected out of ‘the 
forty-six renominated who voted against 
the Governor. 


Returns from the vote on the four 
constitutional amendments are _ so 
meagre that it is difficult yet to foreca3t 
the result. From the counties héard 
from, however, the indications are that 
all four amendments were voted upon 
favorably.

These counties all voted in favor. of 
the four amendments: Genesee, Cayuga, 
Herkimer, Warren, Monroe, Essex, Che- 


mung, Livingston, Montgomery, Broome, 
and Erie. 3 

In Broome County three of the amend- 
ments passed, but that referring to the 


increase of County Judges in New York 


will probably lose there, the farmers 
taking pains to vote against it on the 
ground that it was a Tammany scheme. 
Genessee County voted against the 
amendments. In New York City the re- 
sult of the vote on the amendments will 
not be known until the Board of Can- 
vassers goes Over the returns, 

Tammany still has the consolation 
of keeping one vote In the Board of 
Estimate, that of Charles A. McCor- 
mack, who was elected Borough Presi- 
dent of Richmone over George Crom- 
well, his Republican rival. McCormack’s 
plurality is less tran 500.

Know City Problems and 
. the Solution of Them.

The Fusion forces are not only in con- 
trol of the Board of Estimate, but it is 
doubtful if Tammany can count on even 
the two votes in the board which are 
not theoretically Fusion. When the 
questions to be solved in the next four 
years are considered, it is, perhaps, im- 
portant that the new board will be so 
little changed that it may be consid- 
ered as a continuation of the present 
board. 

After Jan. 1, Fusion may rely on 14 
of the 16 votes of the board, namely, 
Mayor John Purroy Mitchel, 3 votes; 
Controller Prendergast, 3 votes; Presi- 
dent McAneny of the Board of Alder- 
men, 3 votes; President Marks of the 
Borough of Manhattan, 2 votes; Presi- 
dent Pounds of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn, 2 votes, and President Douglas 
Mathewson of the Bronx, 1 vote. 

On the other hand, President Connolly 
of the Borough of Queens with his one 
vote might have been running on the 
Fusion ticket if it had not been for the 
tempestuous local politics of Queens, and 
only President McCormack of the Bor- 
ough of Richmond, who has unseated 
George Cromwell, who had almost ac- 
quired the reputation of being irremov- 
able, is not likely to have much con- 
sideration for Tammany Hall in the 
casting of his single vote. 

Mayor-elect Mitchel has left the Board 
of Estimate for so short a time that he 
is in thorough touch with all the press- 
ing city problems. Controller Pren- 


dergast and President McAneny, of 
course, were re-elected on the record 
they made in the Board. President 
Pounds of Brooklyn, although he suc- 
ceeded President Steers only a few 
months ago, had been familiar with the 
needs of his borough for three years 
before as Superintendent of Public 
Works, and President Connolly has 
shown himself since he took charge of 
the affairs of Queens to be a first-class 
administrator, and has achieved partic- 
ular distinction in the earnestness with 
which he has pushed forward the rapid 
iransit needs of that part of the city 
and in repairing the roads. 

Of the three members of the board 
who will take their seats for the first 
time on Jan. 1, one, Douglas Mathewson, 
has been serving as a Deputy Controller 
and has made a name in that office. 
Controller Prendergast has been able 
to leave a number of highly important 
matters to his discretion, and he has a 
wide experience of the difficult art of 
budget making. 


Really Only Two New Men. 


Neither President Marks nor President 
McCormack has as yet taken direct part 
in municipal affairs, but the success of 
Mr. Marks as a business man, both in 
the conduct of his own affairs and the 
management of charitable institutions 


and the handling of labor disputes, 
makes it certain that he will materially 
strengthen the executive ability of the 
Board of Estimate. President McCor- 
mack is the only member of the new 
board who will have to show what is 
Within him. 

The first duty which the Mitchel ad- 
ministration will have to fulfill will be 
the completion of the new rapid transit 
systcm. It is supposed to be finished 
by Jan. 1, 1917, a year before the new 
board completes its term, and its suc- 
cess and failure will be assuredly judged 
largely by this. 

Since the dual subway contracts have 
been signed with the Interborough and 
the B. T., and, as Mr. Mitchel has 
pointed out continually in his campaign 
speeches, now are a legal obligation of 
the city, the work of the board will be 
merely to provide the money for the 
work as it is needed, to approve of such 
physical plans as the Public Service 
Commission and the companies may sub- 
mit, and to see that the contracts are 
complied with without modification. The 
main task of the Board of Estimate in 
solving the rapid transit problem was 
complétea last Summer, but there is a 
great mass of detail to which it must 
attend, and it is likely enough that a 
great deal of pressure will be put on it 
from time to time to induce it to agree 
to changes. 


Already such suggestions have been 
made to the present Board by the 
Interborough in connection with the 


Steinway Tunnel’s temporary operation, 
and President McAnenyethen took the 
stang that it was imperative that the 
Board should not countenance any 
modification of the contracts, however 
harmless they might seem. It is certain 
that Mayor Mitchel and his colleagues 
will follow the same policy if any fur- 
ther suggestions of change in the agree- 
ment come up. 

Next to the subways is the dock 
problem. This has been growing more 
and more pressing each year, but it had 
perforce to be shelved in order to per- 
mit the city officials to turn all their 
energies to the negotiations with the 
rapid transit companies. Now, how- 
ever, the Board will be expected to draw 
up a comprehensive plan for the im- 
provement of the port, and get it fully 
under way during its term of office. 

Neither Mr. Mitchel nor Mr. McAneny 
will come into the new board without 
clear ideas on this subject. They have 
already stood for the creation of a great 
docking centre in South Brooklyn, and 
the construction of long piers for the 
largest ships likely to come to this port 
on the North River above Forty-fourth 
Street, on the Manhattan side.. The 
work of construction of the first uptown 
long pier was actually begun yesterday 
afternoon, and President McAneny has 
often said that if the plans they have 
laid down for the port improvements in 
South Brooklyn are so extensive that 
the city cannot at the moment find 
money for them, the first steps, at 
least, might be undertaken, and such a 
beginning made as to direct the efforts 
of the city when it does find itself in 
funds. 

In this connection may be mentioned 
also the West Side Improvement, in- 
volving the elimination of the tracks of 
the New York Central from Eleventh 
Avenue, the increase of the railroad’s 
lines along and under Riverside Park 
and the extension of that park further 
into the North River. 

It was Mr. Mitchel, who, as President 
of the Board of Aldermen, prepared the 
bargain with the New York Central 
Railroad Company, which has _ since 
been so much discussed. A great deal 
of criticism of it has been made, but 
Mr. Mitchel has said that he put forth 
the plan as a suggestion in order to 
test public opinion, and that he never 
meant that it should be taken as @ per- 
fected bargain. 

Sewer System to Get Attention. 

Of another great improvement which 
the city must undertake before many 
years little as yet has been said. It 
is notorious that New York has out- 
grown its sewerage system, and Bor- 
ough President McAneny has had his 
engineers studying plans for improve- 
ment for a long time. The engineers 


have not yet reached such conclusions 
that the results of their work can be 
announced, but it is likely as not that 
within the next four years a plan will 
be laid before the citizens for the final 
settlement of this difficult problem. 
These changes will inevitably cost a 
good deal of money, and it will be 
necessary for the Board of Estimate to 
administer the affairs of the city with 
the utmost economy. The members hope 
to be able to do this largely through the 
introduction of improved methods in the 
Mayor’s departments, as well as the 
Borough President’s bureaus. At the 
same time they believe that they can 
accomplish much without disturbing any 
city employe who is doing_his duty or 
cutting any one’s salary. By the insti- 
tution of efficiency methods in the pur- 
chase of supplies, by the grading of city 
positions according to their importance 
and the difficulty of their demands, 
Mayor-elect Mitchel and his associates 








are confident that they can actually im- 
prove the position of the average city 
employe at the same time that they save 
large sums for the city’s finances. 

Borough President McAneny, as he 
scanned the returns of the Board of Ald- 
ermen, had great hopes yesterday that 
in all the reforms the Board of Esti- 
mate would have the support of a really 
efficient Board of Aldermen. He found 
a comfortable Fusion majority, and he 
has plans to so reorganize the popular 
branch of the City Government as to 
make it a really useful part of the mu- 
nicipal administration. 


FEAR TAMMANY ISN’T DEAD. 


London Papers Recall Previous Re- 
turns of the Tiger to Power. 

By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 6.—The 
newspapers give much space to the 
New York elections, and the editorials 
without exception reflect satisfaction 
at the defeat of Tammany, which, 
apart from its corruption, is accused 
of being invariably anti-English. But 
strong doubts are expressed as to 
whether the present victory of its op- 
ponents means more than a temporary 
suppression. 

The Daily Mail, for instance, begins 
its editorial with the following Kip- 
ling line: ‘“E’s generally shammin’ 
when e’s dead.” It goes on to point 
out that Tammany too often has been 
resuscitated after previous burials to 
allow any but the optimists to believe 
it dead, and fears that\the victory of 
the advocates of decent municipal 
politics is an ephemeral triumph. The 
Daily Mail describes Tammany as a 
political and social society which de- 
rives its revenue mainly from black- 
mail. “This is drawn from various 
joint stock companies, which are al- 
ways the target of the needy politician, 
and from the criminal or semi-crimi- 
nal class of New York.” 

The Times hails the Tammany rout 
as a most gratifying success for 
purity in municipal life, as it gives 
the reformers a chance of demonstrat- 
ing that the second largest city in 
the world can better be administered 
by honest men, whose first object is 
the public weal, than by the nominees 
of an organization whose name has 
become a byword for corruption. The 
Times, however, doubts whether the 
victory would have been won if Tam- 
many had not fallen out with Gaynor 
and Sulzer, and adds that it would 
feel greater confidence in the lasting 
defeat of Tammany and the lasting 
success of the cause of honest gov- 
ernment had not the battle been com- 
plicated by the quarrel between Sul- 
zer and his former friends. The 
Times adds that while the enemies of 
corruption in all countries will re- 
joice that Tammany has met a rebuff, 
the students of American politics will 
be the last to be sanguine that its de- 
feat is permanent. It goes on to re- 
count the former occasions when 
Tammany has been beaten and has 
emerged stronger and more confident 
than ever. The Times concludes: 
“In New York the reformers are 
now upon trial. As warm friends of 
the nation whose political and civic 
ideals stand nearest to our own we 
heartily wish that they may emerge 
with credit from the test.” 

The Daily Telegraph, which de- 
scribes the name of Tammany, as 2 
Synonym all over the English-speak- 
ing world and widely beyond it for 
everything that may cool the faith of 
Democrats in their own political ideals, 
says: 

“For decades this most efficient of 
all party machines has been a byword 
for systematic corruption of the elec- 
torate, malversation of the public 
moneys, protection of criminals, en- 
couragement of official dishonesty and 
blackmail, degredation of judicial au- 
thority, cynical toleration of the gross- 
est evils in social life, and shameless 
betrayal generally of the public inter- 
ests of which it professed to be the 
guardian. The overwhelming defeat 
of Tammany is striking confirmation 
for the hopes of those who see a vision 
of the new birth of American democ- 
racy, and it is the earnest prayer of 
all who venerate the Institutions de- 


graded by such use as Tammany and 
its like have made of them that that 












vision may come soon to a splendid | 


and assured fulfilment.” 

The Standard says: “ The defeat of 
Tammany emphasizes the determina- 
tion of the strongest and best element 
in the American population to enforce 
a higher standard of civic respon- 
sibility and a less cynical tone in pub- 
lic life.” 


KLINE PRAISES THE POLICE. 


Mayor Asks Waldo to Thank the 
Force for Its Work on Election Day. 


Mayor Kline sent a letter to Police 
Commissioner Waldo yesterday asking 
him to thank the officers and men of 
the department for the good work they 
did at the polls on Tuesday. This is the 
Mayor’s letter: 


Office of the Mayor, Nov. 5, 1913. 

Sir: Will you please convey to the of- 
ficers and men of the Police Department 
my compliments upon the splendid and im- 
partial way in which they performed their 
duties yesterday at the polling places 
throughout the city? So far as I have been 
able to ascertain, it was the quietest and 
most peaceful important election ever held 
in this city, and that fact reflects especial 
credit upon the Police Department, in view 
of the circumstance that all of the Cap- 
tains and men in the ranks were on duty 
in territory entirely new to them. This 
was the first time in the history of the 
city, I believe, that both Captains and men 
were transferred into new precincts on 
Election Day, and the way in which they 
did their work was a splendid demonstra- 
tion of the efficiency of the Police Depart- 
ment. I have heard nothing but praise 
for the way in which the peace was pre- 
served and the law enforced.

President Almost Certain to 
Name O’Gorman’s Son-in-Law 
for Collector of Customs. 





CAUSES POLITICAL TANGLE 





New York Senator and His Relative 
at Sharp Differences in the 
City Campaign. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The most in- 
teresting political news of the day in 
Washington was that President Wilson 
was considering the advisability of ap- 
pointing Dudley Field Malone, Third As- 
sistant Secretary of State, to the post of 
Collector of Customs at New York to 
succeed John Purroy Mitchel. It was 
said at the White House that an an- 
nouncement might be expected soon con- 
cerning the acceptance of Mr. Mitchel’s 
resignation, which he tendered to the 


President early in October. 

Mr. Malone is the son-in-law of Sena- 
tor O’Gorman, and this relationship pre- 
sents an interesting phase of the situa- 
tion growing out of the defeat of Tam- 
many Hall in yesterday’s election. There 
had been rumors for a week or so that 
Mr. Malone might be appointed Collector, 
but these were unauthoritative, and ap- 
parently were based on a revival of the 
fact that Mr. Malone had been anxious 
to obtain the Collectorship before Mr. 
Mitchel was appointed. To-day, haw- 
ever, the information came from very 
high authority that Mr. Malone’s chances 
rf Se Mr. Mitchel were excel- 
ent. 

When the term of William Loeb, Jr., 
as Collector of the Port of New York 
expired Mr. Malone was regarded as one 
of the active candidates for the place. 
His ambition in that direction got no 
encouragement from Senator O’Gorman, 
Whatever the Senator’s interest might 
have been in promoting his son-in-law’s 
success in life, he felt a hesitancy in 
recommending him for the Collectorship 
or any other office on account of the 
family relationship. Mr. Malone was 
President Wilson’s personal selection for 
Third “Assistant Secretary of State. 

From a political standpoint the pre- 
vailing preference is for Mr. Malone in 
connection with the collectorship. To- 
ward the close of the municipal cam- 
paign in New York Mr. Malone made 
a red-hot speech in behalf cof Mr. Mit- 
chel and the Fusion ticket. He attacked 
Tammany Hall, referred to Represent- 
ative John J. Fitzgerald of Brooklyn 
as ‘‘Murphy’s messenger boy,’ and 
said that Democrats who supported 
Tammany were not of the Woodrow 
Wilson brand. 


O’Gorman for McCall. 


Evidently apprehensive that this lan- 
guage from his son-in-law might be 
construed as having been instigated 


by himself, Senator O’Gorman gave out 
a formal statement declaring for Ed- 
ward E. McCall. Nothing appeared 
after that to indicate that there were 
any personal differences between Sen- 
ator O’Gorman and Mr. Malone, but it 
was clear that Senator O’Gorman 
wished to emphasize that they were 
entirely apart as far as New York 
City politics was concerned. 

It is believed here that Senator 
O’Gorman will have a large *part— 
probably the principal part—in the re- 
organization, or renovation of Tam- 
many Hall. He is regarded as a man 
of high character and in the national 
campaign’ of 1912 was counted among 
those who favored the progressive pol- 
icies advocated by Mr. Wilson. Mr. 
Oo Gorman’s advocacy of Judge Mc- 
Call’s election immediately following 


the public espousal of Mr. Mitchel’s 
cause by Mr. Malone will place the 
Senator in a peculiar and probably 


embarrassing position should President 
Wilson determine to nominate the Sen- 
ator’s son-in-law for the office of Co} 
lector of Customs in New York. M 
Malone’s nomination Brobably would 
be bitterly opposed by prominent or- 
ganization Democrats with whom Sen- 
ator O’Gorman would have to deal if 
he should undertake the Tammany 
house cleaning. In this state of affairs 
there are possibilities of a spirited po- 
litical contest ‘within the Democratic 
party between President Wilson and 
Senator O’Gorman, with Mr. Malone 
as the nominal bone of contention. 

There is_a possibility that President 
Wilson and Senator O’Gorman may lock 
horns over the Collectorship. Their 
political relations were critically near 
the breaking point when Mr, Wilson was 
endeavoring to select a successor to Mr. 
Loeb. At that time Secretary McAdoo 
advocated the appointment of Frank L. 
Polk, a Manhattan lawyer, but Senator 
O’Gorman declined to assent to Mr 
Polk’s nomination and laid down the 
principle that under the constitutional 
provision for appointments ‘by and 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, his rights in the premises were 


superior to those of the Secr 
Treasury. ee 


Polk Eliminated. 


Mr. O’Gorman submitted to the Presi- 
dent a list of eight New York Democrats 
any one of whom, he said, would be ac- 


ceptable to him, for the Collectorship. 
Mr. Polk was eliminated from considera- 
tion, but the President preferred Mr. 
Mitchel to any of Mr. O’Gorman’s sug- 
gestions and Mr. Mitchel was nominated 
with Mr. O’Gorman’'s consent. While 
the New York Senator declines to dis- 
cuss the subject of the Collectorship or 
to make any comment on the outcome of 
the New York election, there is every 
reason to believe that he will insist on 
being consulted with reference to Mr. 
Mitchel's successor. 

Secretary McAdoo gave out a state- 
ment to-night which is interpreted to 
mean that he will not press Mr. Polk 
for the Collectorship again. This is the 
statement: 

Secretary McAdoo said to-day that the 
reports to the effect that Frank L. Polk 
of New York was a candidate for Collecton: 
of Customs at New York or that his 
friends were pressing him for that position 
are entirely erroneous. Mr. Polk has never 
at any time been a candidate for the of- 
fice. The Secretary said that Mr. Polk 
had been asked by him last Spring if he 
would accept the position if it were offered 
to him, but that he had never at any time 
lifted a finger to obtain it. 

The Secretary said it had not been de- 
cided when a successor to Mr. Mitchel 
would be appointed. The subject has not 
yet been taken up. 


Dudley Field Malone refused yester- 
day to discuss the report that he was 
about to be appointed Collector of the 
Port in succession to Mayor-elect 
Mitchel. He had, he said, received ab- 
solutely no communication about it 
from Washington.

When Figures Are Corrected. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 5.— 


Because of a mistake in transmitting 
the returns to political headquarters at 
White Plains last night it was found 
to-day that instead of the Republicans 
sweeping the county, they only elected 
Daniel J. Cashin of Yonkers for County 
Clerk, Col. Frederick E. Weeks of White 
Plains for District Attorney, and three 
Assemblymen. The Democrats re-elected 
County Judge William Platt of White 
Plains by a plurality of 4,200 over 





former Assemblyman Frank L. Young 
of Ossining. 
7. Evverit Macy of Ossining, who 


was on the Democratic and Progressive 
tickets for Superintendent of the Poor, 
defeated Joseph Haight of Rye by 
2,200, The late returns show that Au- 
gust L. Martin, the Democratic candi- 
date for Assembly in the Second Dis- 
trict, which takes in Mount Vernon, 
New Rochelle, Mamaroneck, Pelham 
and East Chester, was elected by 900 
plurality. The Westchester Board of 
Supervisors is controlled by the Re- 
publicans, who elected twenty-four out 
of thirty-eight members. 

Mayor Edward W. Fiske of Mount 
Vernon was re-elected for the seventh 


term by the largest plurality in the 
history of his political career. He car- 
ried every ward in the city, and all the 
other Democratic nominees for city of- 
fices were also elected by a big vote.

Factor When Forces Com- 
bine Against Tammany. 





NO STRENGTH UP-STATE 








Republicans Calculate on the Basis 
of 100,000 Plurality in the State 
_ —Decline of Bull Moose. 





Because there were so many interlock- 
ing candidacies and so many coalitions 
in the election this year, the politicians 
found it very difficult yesterday to 
gauge the comparative strength of the 
three leading parties on the basis of 
returns received. 

According to both the Republican and 
Progressive leaders, however, the re- 
sults show that the Independence 
League, which William R. Hearst dis- 
carded a little more than a year ago 
when he enrolled as a regular Demo- 
crat, is no longer a factor in any elec- 
tion in this city When there is a fusion 
of forces in oposition to Tammany. On 
the other hand, the results of Tuesday’s 
election indicate clearly that the In- 
dependence League must be reckoned 
with in any campaign where the di- 
vision is on straight party lines. 

Mr. Hearst, although officially he has 
severed all relations with the Independ- 
ence League, which he created a few 
years ago to further his own political 
purposes, used that organization in the 
campaign which has just come to an 
end with a view of defeating William 
A. Prendergast for Controller and 
George McAneny for President of the 
Board of Aldermen. The success of his 
plan could have had only one result, 
according to well informed political ob- 
servers—to give Tammany Hall six votes 
and possibly control in the Board ot 
Estimate. 

The signal failure of the Hearst plan 
and the election of Mr. Prendergast and 
Mr. McAneny, according to the Repub- 
lican and Progressive leaders, has dem- 
onstrated the weakness of the former 
Hearst organization. They assert that 


the strength of the Independence League 
is approximately 35,000 votes in the City 
the Bronx. Dispatches to THE NEw 
York TiMBs from its correspondents up- 
State give evidence that in most neigh- 
borhoods the once powerful Indepen- 
dence League organization has dwindled 
to nothing. 

Mr. Prendergast ran approximately 
79,000 votes behind John Purroy Mit- 
chel and Mr. McAneny in round num- 
bers was 48,000 votes behind the May- 
oralty candidate. In the case of Con- 
troller Prendergast resentment among 
Roman Catholics growing out of the 
controversy over the accounting by 
charitable institutions of aid received 
from the city, as well as the popular- 
ity of Herman Metz, his Democratic 
rival for the office, are elusive factors 
in the result, which it would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to translate into 
figures, but political analysts assert 
that these factors might readily ac- 
count for 44,000 votes in the entire

estimated 35,000 bringing the total up 
to the 79,000 Prendergast ran behind 
Mitchel. 

In the vote of Mr. McAneny also, in- 
fluences aside from the Independence 
League are held responsible for 138,000 
out of the 48,000 votes he ran behind 
Mitchel. 

Sutro, the Independence League candi- 
date for Controller, received about 
37,000 votes, and Simmons, the candi- 
date for the Presidency of the Board 


of Aldermen, received about 39,000 
votes. 
Col. Lafayette B. Gleason, Secretary 


of the Republican State Committee, said 
yesterday that the aggregate of the Re- 
publican pluralities for successful can- 
didates for Assembly. throughout the 
State, with the returns somewhat incom- 
plete, was 100,000. In the case of Judge 
William E. Werner, candidate for Chief 
Judge of the: Court of Appeals, whose 
election late last night was in doubt, 
with returns incomplete, it was estimat- 
ed by the Republicans that at worst he 
would come within a few thousand votes 
of being elected, although he was op- 
posed not only by the Democrats, but 
by the Independence League, which 
threw its support to Judge Willard Bart- 
lett, Judge Werner’s Democratic oppo- 
nent for the Chief Judgeship. 

Judge Werner ran as the straight Re- 
publican candidate on a platform based 
on the principles laid down in the con- 
servative platform adopted by the Re- 
publican National Convention at Chicago 
last year. 

Figures of the Progressive vote cast 
throughout the State for Justice Samuel 
Seabury and Judge Hand, the Progress- 
ive candidates for the Court of Appeals, 
were incomplete last night. 

In thirty-nine out of  sixty-three 
counties, Judge Hand had polled 137,000, 
while Judge Seabury had polled 133,000 
in thirty-three counties. In both in- 
stances the counties from which returns 
had been received included the five 
counties in New York City, where the 
Progressive Party showed greater 
strength in the elections last year than 
in most of the up-State counties. 

While these returns afford no safe 
basis for an estimate of the total vote, 
this was estimated to be from 170,000 
to 200,000 in the entire State, as com- 
pared with 390,000 cast throughout the 
State in the Presidential election last 

William Sulzer, despite the demonstra- 
tions on his behalf and the spectacular 
fight he made, did not obtain as many 
votes in the Sixth Assembly District, 
where he was the Progressive candidate 
for Assemblyman, as did the Fusion 
candidates for city, borough, county, 
and judicial offices. This is shown by 
a comparison of votes and pluralities 
of that district shown in the following 
table:

CHAIRMAN BARNES’S VIEWS. 





He Analyzes the Vote and Sees 
Bright Republican Outlook. 


Chairman William Barnes, Jr., of the 
Republican State Committee, issued this 
statement yesterday: 


The defeat of Judge Werner by what is 
now apparently something less than 3,000 
plurality, in a poll of fully 1,300,000, with- 
out disparagement to the character and 
ability of Judge Bartlett, is a misfortune 
to the State, because Judge Werner was 
bitterly and unjustly attacked for the rea- 
son that he had written an opinion upon 
which the Court of Appeals was unanimous. 

Judge Werner, however, would have been 
elected had not Judge Bartlett received 
35,000 or more votes on the Independence 
League ticket. 

The indorsement of Judge Hiscock by the 
Independence League has resulted in his 
election by a plurality in the neighborhood 
of 50,000. 

The Progressive vote in the State for 
Hand and Seabury for Judges of the Court 
of Appeals was about 180,000, whereas last 
year the vote of that party was 390,000. 
Last year President Wilson carried the 
State over Taft by over 200,000. 

Figures are not at hand to indicate the 
exact size of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic vote in the State, but they may be 
roughly estimated as follows:

PRAISES FUSION LEADER. 


Morgenthau Says Credit Should Be 
Given to Joseph M. Price. 


M. Morgenthau, Jr., manager of the 
successful campaign. of Marcus M. 
Marks for the borough Presidency of 
Manhattan, has written to THE NEw 
YorK TIMES to suggest that some rec- 
ognition should be made of the service 
which Joseph M. Price, Chairman of 


the Fusion executive committee, has 
rendered to the community. Mr. Mor- 
genthau says he was in personal touch 
with Mr. Price at the time the Fusion 
movement was first suggested to him. 

‘“‘In this matter,” says Mr. Mor- 
genthau, ‘he sought the advice of his 
closest friends and was warned by 
them of the tremendous difficulties 
which stood in the way of success, and 
was told that a movement to 
fuse such opposing forces as the Re- 
publicans, the Progressives and the In- 
dependence Leaguers was absolutely 
impossible and impracticable. In spite 
of this advice, and in spite of dis- 
couragements and disappointments too 
numerous to mention, he persevered. 
The opposition and criticism which he 
encountered was even greater than an- 
ticipated. Nevertheless, he fought on 
and nas wrested a magnificent victory 
la what at first seemed certain de- 
eat. 

“It has been said that this success 
was largely due to developments at 
Albany, which, of course, had no bear- 
ing on the work of the Fusion Com- 
mittee. There can be no question, 
however, had it not been for the con- 
structive work of Mr. Price, that there 
would have been no foundation on 
which to build at the late hour of 
these revelations. With a divided op- 
position, Tammany would surely have

MARYLAND ELECTION MIX-UP 


Question Whether Lee Can Replace 
Jackson as Senator at Once. 
Special to The New York Times. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — Though 
elected in the primaries yesterday 


United States Senator from Maryland 
to fill out the term of the late Isidor 
Rayner, which does not expire until 


March bs, 1917, Blair Lee of Maryland 
does not know when he will be able to 
present his credentials to the United 
States Senate. 

Some Senators think he should be al- 
lowed to take his seat as soon as his 
credentials can be sent to Washington. 
Others contend that under no circum. 
stances would he be entitled to present 
his credentials until after the Legis- 
lature of Maryland has held a meeting. 
_The peculiarity. of the Maryland situa- 
tion is to be found in the fact that Gov. 
Phillips Lee Goldsborough. a Republi- 
can, who issued the writ for the Sena- 
torial election in which Mr. Lee won in 
Maryland yesterday, was also responsi- 
ble for the appointment of William P 
Jackson, a Republican, to ffiil the 
identical unexpired term of the late 
Senator Rayner for which Mr. Lee was 
a candidate. 

Senator Jackson was appointed on 
Nov. 29, 1912. This was prior to the 
ratification by the States of the Con- 
stitutional amendment for the direct 
vote for Senators, which did not_be- 
come a valid part of the American Con- 
stitution until the present year. The 
Constitution formerly provided that in 
the event of a vacancy in the Senate 
during the recess of a State Legisla- 
ture the Governor might make a tem- 
porary appointment ‘until the next 
meeting of the Legislature.’”’ Under this 
provision and the statutes based on it. 
Serator Jackson would be entitled to 
sit in the Senate until the Maryland 
Legislature meets next January, and 
should the Legislature then fail to take 
action in the matter by confirming his 
appointment or by electing a successor 
to him. Senator Jackson automatically 
would lose his seat. 

Some Senators argue that the con- 
stitutional amendment does not apply 
in Senator Jackson’s case, inasmuch as 
he. was appointed under the old order 
of things. They point to the last clause, 
which reads: 

This amendment shall not be so con- 
strued as to affect the election or term of 
any Senator chosen before it becomes a 
valid part of the Constitution. 


Those opposing this contention insist 
that the Senator is serving only by 
temporary ‘“‘appointment’’ and was not 
“chosen” within the meaning of that 
word as used in the constitutional 
amendment. They also point out that 
even when the Maryland Legislature 


meets it will have no power to choose 
a Senator, since all Senators must be 
elected by the people. 

A prominent Senator said to-night he 
thought the responsibility. for dis- 
turbing Senator Jackson in favor of 
Senator-elect Lee would rest with 
Gov. Goldsborough and depend upon 
whether he elects to send Senator-elect 
Lee’s credentials to Washington at 
once or to wait until after the Legis- 
lature has met. If Mr. Lee’s credentials 
are received here they probably will be 
acted upon soon afterward and Senator 
Lee seated. 


MORE GAINS IN BAY STATE. 


Democrats, with -Progressives, Con- 
trol Lower House and Council. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Nov. 5.—Following the catas- 
trophe of losing their entire State ticket, 
as disclosed by last night’s returns, Bay 
State Republicans to-day received fur- 
ther shocks when it became plain that 
they had lost control of the lower house 
of the Legislature for the first time 
since the party became a dominant force 
in State politics more than sixty years 
ago, and had also fafled to elect a ma- 
jority of the Governor’s Council, which 
confirms or rejects all Executive nomi- 
nations, 

The latter body, it seems, will be com- 
posed of four Democrats, three Re- 
publicans and one Progressive. Among 
the successful candidates was Edward 
Mortimer of Grafton, Progressive and 
Democratic candidate in the Seventh 
District. Tne Lieutenant-Governor, 
who presides at the deliberations of the 
Council, and has a vote when he cares 
to cast it, is a Democrat. 

To organize the House of Representa- 
tives 121 votes are needed, and the Re- 
publicans have failed to elect that num- 
ber. Apparently the next House will 
stand: 114 Republicans, 106 Democrats, 
19 Progressives, and 1 Socialist. The 
Progressives thus hold the balance of 





power and are expected to help the 
Democrats in the organization of the 
body. 


The New Senate will include twenty- 
two Republicans, sixteen Democrats, 
and two Progressives. This indicates 
the choice of a Republican for President 
of the body. 

Revision of the returns on the Goy- 
ernorship vote gives David I. Walsh 
a plurality of 53,691, the largest plural- 
ity ever obtained by a Democratic 
candidate for the office. The com- 
plete returns show these results: 


David I. Walsh, (Dem.) ’ 180,368; 
Charles S. Bird, (Prog.) 126,677; Au- 
gustus P. Gardner, (Rep.) 116,314; Eu- 


gene N. Foss, (Ind.) 20,815. : 

The feautre of the election, outside of 
the extent of the Democratic victory, 
was the strength shown by the Pro- 
gressives. For the first time since the 
Republicans came into power as a party 
in this State, their nominee for Gov- 
ernor was forced into third position, 
Mr. Bird leading Representative Gard- 
ner by 10,363 votes.

FIELDER IS VICTOR 
BY NEARLY 33,000 


New Jersey’s Election Notable 
for the Collapse of the Pro- 
gressive Movement. 





REPUBLICANS’ BIG GAINS 


They Win Back Many Legislative 
Seats, but Democrats Will Still 


Control Both Houses. 





James F. Fielder, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor of New Jersey, was 
elected by a plurality of almost 33,000 
over Edward C. Stokes, Republican, ac- 
cording to the revised returns of Tues- 
day's balloting. 

With about thirty election districts 
missing out of 1,867 in the State, Field- 
er has 169,612 votes to Stokes’s 136,693. 
Everett Colby, Progressive, who had 
the express indorsement of Col. Roose- 
velt, received but 38,693 votes, or 
barely one-fourth as many as Roose- 
velt received when he ran for Presi- 
dent last year. 

The fading away of the Progressive 
vote, and the huge Republican gains 
from the vote received by Taft were, in 
faet, the feature of the result. Thus 
in Essex County, where Taft received 
16,994 votes in 1912, Stokes polled 24,726. 
At the same time Colby received only 
11,428 votes in that county, as against 
33,627 cast for Roosevelt. 

Hudson County gave Colby only 4,306 
votes, where Roosevelt obtained 24,156. 
The Republican vote leaped from 8,763 
—- in 1912 to 15,318 for Stokes in 
1913. 

In Passaic County, where the Roose- 
velt ticket led both Wilson and Taft 
last year, the Progressive total being 
double that of the Republican, Colby 
polled but-1,933 votes Tuesday, against 
Roosevelt’s 1912 total of 11,701, while 
Stokes carried the county over Fielder 
by about 500. The Republican candidate 
for Governor received 9,679 votes, or 
4,330 more than Taft last year. 4 

The Colby vote in some other counties 
was: Camden, 2,470, to Roosevelt’s 8,718 ; 
Cumberland, 1,218, to Roosevelt’s 4,097; 
Mercer, 1,497, to Roosevelt’s 6,907, and 
Monmouth, 1,411, to Roosevelt’s 6,305. 

Fielder carried fifteen counties and 
Stokes six, Colby running a poor third 
everywhere. 


Both Houses Democratic. 


The Democrats retain control of both 
houses of the Legislature, but by a re- 
duced majority in each. The Senate wiil 
be Democratic by a margin of 1, stand- 
ing 11 Democrats and 10 Republicans. 
Eight counties voted for Senators. Dem- 
ocrats were chosen in Bergen, Cumber- 
land, Hudson, and Salem, while * Re- 
publican candidates were successful in 
Atlantic, Mercer, Morris, and Ocean. 

The Democratic majority in the As- 
sembly is reduced from 42 to 16. Re- 


publican Assembly tickets were elected 
in Atlantic, Burlington, Camden, Cape 
May, Cumberland, Gloucester, Mercer, 
Morris, Ocean, and Passaic Counties, 
with two of the party’s twelve candi- 
dates chosen in Essex. Eight Demo- 
crats were elected there, as were the 
candidates in Bergen, Hudson, Hunter- 
don®.Middlesex, Monmouth, Salem, Som- 
erset, Sussex, Union, and Warren Coun- 
ties. 

The success of Fielder in carrying Es- 
sex County by a small plurality was a 
hard blow to the Smith-Nugent machine. 
The Democratic candidate for Governor 
had publicly said he did not expect the 
support of ex-Senator James Smith, Jr., 
or Nugent and he did not get it. In the 
Newark wards, controlled by the ma- 
chine, the Nugent forces slashed the head 
of the ticket unmercifully, but despite 
this Stokes led in the city by only 98 
plurality. 

Fielder carried his home county, Hud- 
son, by a plurality of 25,000. This big 
big lead was the decisive factor in the 
result. 

Bergen County, thanks to the Republi- 
can-Progressive struggle, was carried by 
Fielder by about 3,000 plurality. Charles 
O’Connor Hennessy, brother of John A. 
Hennessy of New York and a single tax 
member of the Assembly, won the Sena- 
torial fight with two opponents. The 
three Democratic candidates for the As- 
sembly and the Democratic candidate for 
Sheriff were also swept into office. 

Apparently the Jury Reform act has 
been generally adopted in the counties. 
In Essex ‘County the vote on the refer- 
endum showed 6,000 majority in favor of 
the reform. 


“Colby Not Discouraged. 


Progressive leaders profess not to be 
disturbed by the small vote for the 
party ticket. Said Mr. Colby yesterday: 

‘“‘T am not the leas* bit discouraged 
by the outcome. The fight has just be- 


gun. We will open headquarters next 
week, and there will be no let-up in the 
efforts of the Progressives to interest 
the voters of the State in the fight 
against political corruption.’’ 


Ex-Gov. Stokes commented on tha 
result: 

‘**Tt was a united Democratic Party 
against a divided opposition. I was 


figuring to rehabilitate and rejuvenate 
the Republican Party.’’ 


The Democratic State Chairman, Mr. 
Grosscup, made this statement: 
“It is a magnificent victory. It again 


proves that the people of New Jersey 
stand by President Wilson and his pol- 
icies. It surely entrenches progressive 
Democracy.’’ 

In Tuesday’s election Dr. Bert Daly, 
Fusionist, was elected Mayor of Bay- 
onne, defeating his opponent, Mayor 
Matthew T. Cronin, Democrat, by a ma- 
jority of 278. Cronin had controlled the 
city for six years, and his downfall came 
as a great surprise to his followers. 

In Hoboken Mayor Martin Cooke, Dem- 
ocrat, was re-elected over Gardner, 
Fusionist, by 154 votes. 

Mayor John McMahon, of 
Wallington Borough, County, 
was re-elected by H, 
Maher, Republican.

PRESSING HUERTA: 
LIND ADMITS IT 


‘ Continued from Page 1. 


vessel permitted to proceed to Galves- 
ton. Yesterday the battleships Rhode 
| Island, New Jersey and Virginia ar- 
rived at Vera Cruz, and it was an- 
‘nounced shortly before they reached 
there that the battleships that they 
were sent to relieve would not be with- 
drawn. 

Although the Secretary of the Navy 
' explained to-day that he had added the 
Chester to the force in eastern Mexican 
waters without consulting the Secretary 
| of State, the sudden and heavy aug- 
mentation of the American squadron 
appears to be significant. On the face 
of things the Government seems to be 
preparing for a possible emergency re- 
quiring the use of force. 

The strength of the squadron is shown 
by a brief statement given out by the 


| Navy Department to-day. 


“The third division of the Atlantic 
fleet under command of Rear Admiral 
Boush,’’ says the statement, ‘“ has 
reached Mexican ports, but for the pres- 
ent the second division will also remain 
there. The combined force, consisting 
of the battleships Louisiana, Michigan, 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, Virginia, and Nebraska, as well 
as the cruiser Tacoma and gunboat 
Wheeling, will be under the command of 
Rear Admiral Fletcher.”’ 

In the Navy Department’s statement 
it was explained that the Chester was 
going to the east coast of Mexico, be- 
cause ‘her light draft will enable her 
to enter ports where battleships cannot 
enter in order to get any Americans 
who may wish to leave the country, and 
a further purpose is that she may re- 
lieve a battleship on the coast if it be- 
comes desirable to send one north.” 

When the Pittsburgn arrives on the 
west coast of Mexico the American na- 
val f orce on that coast will consist of 


the armored cruisers California, Mary- 


land, and Pittsburgh, the gunboat An- 
napolis, and the supply ship Glacier. 
Rear Admiral Cowles commands this 
squadron. 

In addition to the significance at- 
tached to the orders to the Chester, it 
was pointed out to-day that this vessel 
is fitted with the most powerful radio 
telegraph apparatus possessed by any 
ship in the United States Navy. It is be- 
lieved that she would be able to com- 
municate by wireless from Vera Cruz to 
the Pensacola Navy Yard and perhaps 
be able to send messages to and receive 
them from the Naval radio station at 
Arlington, Va., a few miles from Wash- 
ington. 

It is apparent that seven battleships 
and three other war vessels are more 
than sufficient to attend to the work of 
relieving distressed American citizens 
who may desire to quit Mexican terri- 
The Navy Department acknow- 
ledged this when it announced some time 
ago that when Rear Admiral Boush’s 
squadron of battleships reached Vera 
Cruz the battleships already there would 
return to the United States. The change 
of plan was evidently determined upon 
very recently. It came at,a time when 
the situation in Mexico had become crit- 
ical, and when this Government was 
giving consideration to the measures it 
would feel justified in taking to bring 
to an end the condition of affairs in that 
country, 

All these things indicate that the Gov- 
ernment is making careful preparations 
for some important eventuality in con- 
nection with the Mexican situation. 

The increase in the naval forces on 
the coasts of Mexico obtains added sig- 
nificance in view of the Orders issued 
by President Wilson last Summer that 
no action should be taken by either the 
War Department or the Navy Depart- 
give rise to a belicf 
that the United States Government was 
preparing to meet a hostile emergency 
in Mexico. 

The Mexican situation, so far as its 
diplomatic end was concerned, furnished 
no sensation to-day. The mystery as to 
the character of the most recent repre- 
sentations or inquiries by this Govern- 
ment in Mexico City remains unsolved. 
While it now appears to be clear that 
nothing in the nature of a forma] “ ui- 
timatum,”’ with all that the term im- 
plies, has been delivered to the Mexican 
Government, there is no reason to re- 
vise the belief that Nelson O’Shaugh- 
nessy, the American Chargé d’Affaires 
has been ora'ly 
pressing the Foreign Office there for 
information as to when President Hu- 
erta intends to make good his promise 
to the foreign diplomatic body not to 
remain in the Presidential office as a 
result of the Federal elections of Oct. 26. 

Secretary Bryan was willing to say 
to-day that he had received seévera! 
telegrams from Mr. O'Shaughnessy re-

ZEPEDA’S CRIME CONDONED. 


Huerta’s Relative Held to be an 
Irresponsible Murderer. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 5.—Allenists to- 
day declared not responsible for his act 
Enrique Zepeda, a near relative of Pres- 
ident Huert and former Governor of 
the Federa! istrict, who, while in of- 
fice, entered the Belem Prison on March 
27 this year and caused the murder of 
Major Gabriel Hernandez, a command- 
ant of rural guards under the Madero 
Administration. 

Zepeda took a squad of mounted po- 
lice to the prison, where Hernandez was 
confined as a political prisoner, ordered 
him out, and had him shot by the men 
he commanded. Zepeda then caused 
firewood to be piled in the prison court- 
yard and had the body of Hernandez 
placed on top and burned. 

The report of the allenists has been 
taken under advisement by the civil 
Judge, who is expected to Hberate Ze- 
peda. A’ former decision of the alienists 
against him was set aside a month ago, 
arid a new inquiry was ordered. 

Zepeda, it is alleged, was under the 
influence of drugs or drink at the time 
of the commission of the crime.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Perez Ro- 
mero said to-night that he knew noth- 
ing of any intended visit of Dr. Hale in 
his company to Sonora. 

Persistent seports have been reaching 
here from border points stating that Dr. 
Hale was en route south, but officials 
of the Government say that no envoys 
are being sent to the Constitutionalists 
and deny knowledge of Dr. Hale’s 
whereabouts. 


MEXICANS REACH CUBA. 


S. Dominguez Again Attacks Huerta 
—Calero Coming Here. 


HAVANA, Nov. 5.—Manuel Calero, the 


candidate of the Liberal Party at the 
recent Presidential elections in Mexico, 
arrived here to-day on the steamer 
Coreovado. He was accompanied by 
his two daughters. He is on his way to 
the United States, but says he will re- 
turn to Mexico within a month. 

Sefior Calero declared that owing to 
the abnormal conditions in his country 
he had retired from the political field 
and would make no statement regard- 
ing the elections, except to express 
the opinion that they would be an- 
nulled. 

Sortenes Dominguez, a brother of 
Senator Belisaro Dominguez, who made 
a speech in the Mexican Senate attack- 
ing President Huerta, and later mys- 
teriously disappeared, was a passen- 
ger on the Corcovado, Sefior Dominguez 
gave out a pamphiet entitled: ‘‘Words 
From a Dead Man.”” The pamphiet 
contains strong charges against Gen.

CHESTER BEGINS LOADING. 


Cruiser Should Reach Vera Cruz by 
Monday or Tuesday. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6.—As soon 


as orders were received at the Navy 
Yard for the scout cruiser Chester to 
sail for Vera Cruz the work of load- 
ing her was begun. It was said at 
the yard this afternoon that the ship 
would take on board 1,400 tons of 
coal, 2,00) rounds of 38-inch shells and 
500 rounds of 6-inch shells; also ma- 
chine and field guns. The Chester 
will have a crew of 850 men. 

Tt will be necessary to pick up 
enough enlisted men from the battle- 
ship North Dakota at the New York 
Navy Yard and elsewhere to bring 
the Chester’s crew up to the full 
complement. It is expected that this 
can be done in twenty-four hours. 
As the Chester ts one of the fast ships 
of the navy, having made more than 
twenty-s x and one-half knots on her 
trial trip, she should reach Vera Cruz 
by next Monday evening or Tuesday 
morning.

mitted that his feet were frostbitten. 
On March 6 Scott expressed the fear 
that Oates would not survive the in- 
creased cold. On March 7 he writes: 

“ Poor Oates is unable to pull. He 
sits in the sledge when we are track- 
searching. He is wonderfully plucky, 
as his feet must be giving great pain. 
He does not complain, but his spirits 
only come up in spurts. He now grows 
Silent in the tent. The poor soldier 
has become a terrible hindrance, 
though he does his utmost. One feels 
that for poor Oates the crisis is near.” 

On March 10 Scott wrote: 

“Things are steadily going down 
hill. Oates’s foot is worse. He has 
rare pluck. He must know he can 
never get through. He asked Wilson 
if he hada chance, Wilson had to say 
he did not know. 


“As a point of fact, Oates has none. ! 


Apart from him, even if he went un- 
der now, I doubt whether we could 
get through. With great care we 


5 have a dog’s chance, but no 
more. The weather conditions are 
awful, and our gear gets steadily 
more icy and difficult to manage. 

“At the same time poor Oates is the 
greatest hindrance and keeps us 
waiting in the morning until we have 
breakfast, when the only wise policy 
is to be up and away at once.

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ROOSEVELT IN ARGENTINA. 


State Officials and Diplomats Meet 
His Ship at Buenos ..Ires, * 


BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 5.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt arrived here shortly 
after 10 o’clock this morning on board 
the Argentinian gunboat Uruguay from 
Montevideo. . 

The gunboat was escorted into the 
harbor by several] steamers dressed with 
flags from stem to stern. As she ap- 
proached she fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns, to which the gunboat Rosarito 
replied. 

Several delegations composed of prom- 
inent political personages and repre- 
sentatives of leading institutions went 
on board to greet the distinguished vis- 
itor, who, when he landed at 10:30, was 
met on the quay by the Americen Min- 
ister, John W. Garrett; the aids-ue-camp 
of the President, the Argentinian Min- 
ister of War anu Marine, the chief of 
the protocol, members of the foreign 
diplomatic corps, and a number of high 
officers of the army and navy. - 

A military band played the American 
and Argentinian national anthems, and 
an enormous crowd applauded as Col. 
Roosevelt stepped ashore. 

The Colonel afterward went with Mr. 
Garrett to his residence am.u the accla- 
mations of thousands of people gathered 


in the streets. 

He called on the Acting President, Dr. 
de la Plaza, with whom he remained for 
nearly an hour. On his return to the 
Legation he was escorted by 500 Boy 
Scouts and accompanied by great crowds, 
which cheered continuously for Roose- 
velt and the United States. From the 
balcony of the Legation he thanked the 
people for this manifestation of sym- 
pathy for his country.

Spanish Merchant Barred Out by 
Health Officer’s Stupidity.

TIMES SQUARE NOW 
IS GITY’S CENTRE 


Thousands Flock There to Get 
Election Returns, Neglecting 
Former Gathering Places. 


BULLETINS GAVE THE NEWS 


Newspapers Recognize Popularity of 
the New Centre by Erecting 
Screens to Give Figures on Vote. 


The fact that Times Square has 
come to be the acknowledged centre 
in all the city’s celebrations was 
evidenced strikingly on Tuesday 
night by the shifting of the election 
crowds of former years to that point 
from the squares in other parts of 
the city, by the establishment in 


Times Square of election headquart- |, 


ers by the leading political parties 
and by the erection of screens for 
showing election returns and bul- 
letins by other newspapers as well as 
THE TIMES. While the election and New 
Year’s crowd has atways been im- 
mense around the Times Building, the 
pre-eminence of that point as a 
centre for the city’s mass meetings 
was never so emphatically attested 
as at this election. 

The crowd massed at the front end 
of the Times Building from early 
evening watched the returns chron- 
icled on THE New Yor® TIMES bulletin 
board in the window. Then a large 
white screen with immense letters 
flashed the election tidings at every 
period far out over the great square 
to the 100,000 persons gathered there. 
The police kept open narrow lanes 
for traffic through the dense crowd, 
but the cars and other vehicles were 
obliged to crawl along carefully to 
avoid accidents. 

But THE TIMES was by no means 
the only one to avail itself of this 
opportunity of giving to the citizens 
at the point of their selection the 
news they craved. in the Cohan 
Theatre Building, just east of the 
Times Building, the Brooklyn Eagle 
had rented offices for the night and 
rigged up two bulletin boards with 
stereopticon machines for flashing 
forth the news of the election at 
every stage of the returns. Occasion- 
ally, in dull moments amid the count- 
ing of ballots, The Eagle varied its 
flashes with pictures. - P 

Just north of the Eagie bulletins, in 
the Wallick Building, the windows were 
draped in the national colors and the 
walls between them filled with pictures 
of the genially smiling but disappointed 
Tammany candidate for Mayor. This 
was one of the most popular of the Mc- 
Call campaign offices. It was packed 
from early evening till after midnignt 
with Tammany sympathizers, who 
watched eagerly both THe Times and 
Eagle bulletin boards. 

Across the street, at the northwest 
corner of Forty-third Street and Sev- 
enth Avenue, the College Men’s Mitchel 

| League thronged the wtndows above 
Shanley’s for their share of the sight- 
seeing and election news in Times 
Square. From this point, too, at va- 
| rious times in the night, flashlight pho- 
tographs were taken of the densely 
packed throng east and north and south, 
the flashes booming forth like dynamite 
explosions and startling the multitude. 
Save for a narrow lane kept free at 
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the entrance to the uptown Subway kiosk 
and across Forty-third Street, the vast 
space north of the Times Building was 
packed almost solid with New York on 
the watch. So were the sidewalks on 
both sides of the square and on the 
cress streets for hundreds of feet on 
£ither side. Amid the crowd reporters 
for various newspapers elbowed their 
way, some of them taking notes about 
this, the biggest of the election crowds, 
and some jotting down figures from the 
bulletin boards to telephone to their own 
offices. 

Where the square narrowed the crowd 
thinned out somewhat, but only to flare 
up again before the illustrated bulletin 
boards of The New York American 
rigged up in front of a wooden platform 
and shack in the middle of the square 
at Forty-sixth Street. On this bulletin 
screen The American flashed election 
returns when there were any, and mov- 
ing pictures, comic and otherwise, when 
there weren't. Occasionally, too, the 
screens bore stanzas of popular songs, 
which the crowd sang. 

Shanley’s, Wallick’s, Claridge’s, the 
Hotel Astor—all had their quota of a 
heavy election crowd that spent part of 
the night in watching the doings on the 
square and part in feasting within. 

The combined crowds from all the 
theatres began to pour into Times 
Square at about 11 o’clock. Automobiles 
grotesquely rigged up and filled with 
men and women bent on celebrating the 
election chose Times Square for their 
rendezvous. Thousands of persons on 
foot flocked to Times Square, and in- 
stead of trooping southward to Herald 
and Union Squares, Park Row, and 
other centres where election returns 
were being displayed, as on previous 
years, kept marching around and around 
the dense throngs massed in the great 
double triangle of the city’s biggest 
square. 


CHICAGO BOND SALE ON. 


Issue of $1,880,000 to be Offered 
“Over the Counter” To-day.

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. &—A public sale 
of $1,880,000 of 4 per cent. gold bonds 
of the City of Chicago, denomination 
$1,000, will begin over the counter to- 
morrow, according to an announcement 
made to-day by City Controller Trae- 
ger. This method of disposing of munic- 
ipal bonds has been tried stccessfully in 
other cities, but it is an experiment in 
Chicago. Notices of the sale say that 
the bonds are to be sold at par and in- 
terest and are a guaranteed investment, 

The present issue is a part of the 
bonds approved by the voters at the 
Spring election to recoup the City 
Treasury as the result of the Juul law 
decision. J 

Mayor Harrison said to-day he be- 
lieved a certain percentage of munici- 
pal bonds hereafter should be made in 
smaller denominations, some at $100 and

INDIANAPOLIS ASKS 
FOR STATE TROOPS 


Governor Likely to Order Out 
Militia To-day to Quell 
Rioting Car Strikers. 


FOUR ON THE DEATH LIST 


Mob Wrecks Car and Maims Seven 
Strikebreakers and Two Police- 
men—Men Offer New Terms. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 5.—An 
effort to resume street car traffic 
which had been tied up since. last 
Friday night by a strike, resulted 
to-day in the serious injury of seven 
strikebreakers and two policemen 
and the destruction of a car. A crowd 
of several thousand persons, many of 
them armed with bricks, surrounded 
the car, while a downpour, of missiles 
from the roofs and windows of build- 
ings along the route threatened the 
lives of the strikebreakers and police 

Indications were to-night that the 
militia would be called out to-mor- 
row. A committee of seven members 
of the civic and commercial organ- 
izations presented a petition to Gov. 
Ralston, asking for troops and say- 
ing the organizations would share 
responsibility for the action if he 
would order out the militia. 

While the Governor would not say 
what he would do he intimated that 
his reason for not calling out the troops 
at once was that they could not be

mobilized’ before to-morrow morning 
and that he feared the announcement 
of a call to-night would result in 
general disorder, the loss of lives and 
further destruction of property. 

The demand for troops came after 
the Governor had spent the morning 
in conference with the Brigadier Gen- 
eral of the State militia and the 


county and city authorities. 

‘There are a great many people 
here who were not workingmen,” said 
the Governor, “and many of them 
evidently. are desperate characters.” 

Those of the strikebreakers injured in 
to-day’s rioting who were able to travel 
returned to Chicago to-night at the ex- 
pense of the labor union. When John 
Sullivan, motorman of the car, was 
knocked down the others of the crew 
Surrendered and agreed to leave Indi- 
anapolis. Several strike sympathizers 
went back to the wrecked car later in 
the day. and turned it across the tracks 
to block further traffic on the line. 
They were dispersed when a riot call 
brought fifty policemen to the spot. 
Most of the cars which were deserted on 
the streets when the strike was called 
have been derailed. 

Thomas Carleton, a chauffeur, who 
was shot while watching the rioting at 
the Louisiana car barn yesterday, died 
to-day. This was the fourth death re- 
sulting from the strike. As soon as the 
police heard that Carleton was dead 
they arrested Charles. Fisher, a strike- 
breaker from. Chicago, and charged him 
with murder. Fisher denied that he 
shot Carleton, but he was identified by 
J. J. Weaver as the man who did the 
shooting. Fisher was arrested on Mon- 
day on a charge of assault with intent 
to kill, and was released on $1,000 bond, 
signed by an official of the street car 
company. 

The strikers submitted a new proposal 
to the Governor to-night in which they 
waived recognition of the newly formed 
union. The demand that the union be 
recognized by the Indianapolis Terminal 
was the main 
objection the company made to the first 
terms offered by its men. 

The strikers, however, stilk demand 
higher wages, shorter hours, and. arbi- 
tration of all future differences. They 
also insist that all the strikers be taken 
back into the employ of the company, 
and that they shall have a yearly con- 
tract. 

Gov. Ralston presented the new pro- 
posal to Robert I. Todd, President of 
the company. Mr, Todd refused to 
comment on it.

END OF TRIAL THIS WEEK 





Precautions Taken to Defend Jews 
—Prosecutor Attacks Them for 
Alleged Agitations Over Trial. 


KIEFF, Nov. 5.—The verdict in the 
trial of Mendel Beiliss is expected 
about the end of this week. According 


t6 the Russian law, the verdict of a 
majority of the jury is valid, and if 


the jury is equally divided the pris- 
oner obtains the benefit of the doubt. 

The closing stage to-day of the 
eross-examination of Father Pranaites, 
the Catholic priest from Turkestan, 
formerly a Jew, who is the principal 
witness for the prosecution, showed 
that he could not even translate the 
titles of the treatises he himself had 
quoted as the sources of his anti-Sem- 
itic allegations. 

Counsel for the defense quoted chap- 
ter and verse in court to-day with the 
object of showing that Pranajtes’s al- 
legations had been taken from earlier 
mistranslations. 

The speeches of counsel for the pros- 
ecution and defense. which began to- 
day, will, it is understood, occupy at 
least -hree days. s 

The Public Prosecutor in his speech 
to-day attacked the Jews for their agi- 
tations _n connection with the trial, but 
promised that the Government. would 

rotect them, whatever the verdict might 

@, He alluded scornfully to Mistchuk, 
an ex-chief of detectives, for casting sus- 
picion on Yushinsky’s own relatives 
rather than admitting the existence of 
“ ritual murders,’* and accused Krassov- 
sky, formerly head of the Kieff police, 
of knowing but concealing the secret of 
the crime. 

The Prosecutor insinuated that the at- 
tempts to. incriminate Vera Tcheberiak 
and her gang were fostered and financed 
by Jews, but he declared that they had 
failed. He characterized the woman’s 
associates as simple-minded men, though 
criminals. 

The Prosecutor drew an analogy be- 
tween this. case and the Dreyfus case, 
and his whole speech had a strong po- 
litical trend. 

Elaborate precautions have been taken 
y the authorities for the prevention of 
disorders in case Beiliss should be ac- 
quitted. On the day on which the jury 
gives its verdict lines of police are to be 
drawn around the court, and no person 
who is not connected with the trial or

166 mem- 
bers of the Duma, including many Octo- 
brists, had united in the introduction of 
bill for the complete abolition of the Jew- 
ish Pale of Settlement, and this bill had 
been referred to the Committee on In- 
violability of the Person by the decisive 
vote:of 208 to 138. This seemed to the

boy in Kieff became known and the cry

West Ninety-eighth Street since Mon- 
day, it was learned yesterday, and a 
enera] alarm has been sent out for 
er by the police .f the West 100th 
Street Station at her husband's re- 
quest. 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick suffered from a 
Severe form of melancholia which at 
times made her irresponsible. For 
this reason the banker fears that she 
may have committed suicide. Yester- 
day he decided that publicity might 
eid him in finding her, although he 
had kept the matter secret until then 
in the hope that his wife would re- 
turn as she did once before. 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick has suffered 
from melancholia for the past year,” 
said Mr. Fitzpatrick yesterday. “ Her 
despondenc was so great at times 
tha she threatened to kill herself. 
Some time ago she disappeared from 
the house over night and on her re- 
turn the next day she told me she 


had gone to High Bridge intending 
3 god her Hfe by jumping into the 
ater. 


“Then ten days ago we were over 
fm a Brooklyn department store shop- 
ping when she again suddenly dis- 
appeared. After a varn search I had 
to go home without her, but she came 
home shortly after I reached there. 
eae told me then that she didn’t 

now why she had left me. She said 
that she had had every intention of 
returning to my waiting place itn the 
store but that suddenly an Irresistible 
fmpulse overmastered her and led her 
steps the other way. 

“Two months ago she tried to end 
her life by swallowing bichloride of 
mercury, but she was saved by the 
prompt action of a physician. Then 
she went to a canitarium where she 
seemed to recover her health and ap- 
peared normal! arain. But her mel- 
ancholia returmed. Recently I em- 
ployed a nurse to be with her con- 
stantly. About 5 o’clock Monday 
afternoon she said she was going to 
the baker’s to buy some cakes. She 
was in such good spirits that she said 


she didn’t want the nurse to go wit 
her. I didn’t object and she left the 
house. After about an hour passed 


and she did not come back I began 
to be alarmed. The nurse went to 
the bak>or’s on Amsterdam Avenue 
between Ninety-seventh and Ninety- 
oa Streets and was told that Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick had been there, bought 
some trifles and left apparently in 
the best of spirits, and presumably 
for home. Since that time T haven't 
been able to get any trace of her. 

“YT am sure she was not Hkely to 
@0O with any one she didn’t know be- 
cause her melancholta made her shy 
of all strangers and even her friends. 
She would not attract attention on 
the street, although the keen ob- 
server might notice a slight waver- 
ing, undecided expression tn her 
eyes.” 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick is rather pretty 
slender and 42 years old. She has 
large masses of dark brown hair 
faintly streaked with gray, gray 
eyes and small, regular features. Her 
pickness has developed a nervous 
habit of twitching her lips and biting 
them She is quite active and walks 
with quick, nervous steps. She wore 
a two-plece suit of dark blue, trim- 
med with black and white striped 
satin; a white shirtwaist, small pur- 
ple hut with an aigrette, patent leath- 
er shoes with brown suede uppers, 
and white kid gloves.

DE ORO WINS FIRST 
BLOCK IN BILLIARDS 


Champion Defeats Carney 50 
to 37 in Three-Cushion 











Game. 
CUBAN EXPERT IN FORM 
Accomplishes Some Sensational 


Shots and Makes a Run of Four 
Points In Fifty-seventh Inning. 





Alfredo De Oro, the three-cushion bil- 
liard champion, showed to the fore last 
night in the opening block of fifty points 
in his match for the American title at 
Doyle’s Academy against Joseph Carney 
of San Francisco, the challenger, whom 
he defeated by 50 to 87. The winner re- 
quired eighty-two innings, while Carney 
‘had onb time less at the table. De 
Oro’s best effort in any inning netted 


ing in the fifty-seventn inning. 

One hundred and fifty points in all 
will be played, with the match scheduled 
fe continue to-night and to-morrow. 
Aside from the championship honors in- 
volved, the men are playing for a sweep- 
stakes of $500. Albert» G. Cutler of 
Boston officiated as referee. 

The enthusiasts were treated to some 
of the sort of three-cushions which can 
always be looked for when the cham- 
pion is engaged as a contestant for the 
honors, . Although some of the periods 
were far from brilliant because of the 
purposeful safety by each, there were 
spots in which the shots were kaleido- 
scopic, each man showing himself to be 
@& past master at the art of discovering 
seemingly impossible angles. 

One of these by De Oro stood out 
as a gallery shot. This occurred in 
the sixty-fifth inning, when De Oro’s 
cue ball was hemmed in a corner with 
the two object spheres about four 
inches from the end and aside rails, 
with the three forming a pyradid. 
The champion just glanced at the lay- 
out provided and promptly made a 
masse, which caused his cue ball to

Carney began to act on the defen- 
sive early in the match.

CACOGENICS. 


Just as there is a great war on be- 
tween the anthropologists over the 
recent discovery of the Piltdown 
skull, so the opening guns of battle 
begin to boom between the schools' 
of eugenists over the report of the 
discovery by Dr. C. B. DAVENPORT of 
the Eugenics Record Office at Cold 
Spring Harbor, that the weak-mind- 
ed, insane, and those possessing un- 


desirable traits may marry with im- 


punity, so far as posterity is con- 
cerned, the strong and better favored. 
From the Galton Laboratory of the 
University of London Dr. Davipb 
HERON sends a warlike pamphlet de- 
claring that probably nothing during 
the course of the last year has been 
more detrimental to the true progress 
of eugenics as a science, ‘‘than the 
‘‘papers read and the statements 
“made at the recent International 


“Bugenics Congress.” The masses 


of the people take these statements 
for Gospel truth: 


They see it stated in the daily news- 
papers that Professor So-and-so, at 
what they take to be a great congress 
of specialists, has declared that degen- 
erate stocks mend themselves by dy- 
ing out; or they hear that Dr. Blank 
has discovered that insanity or mental 
deficiency obeys the laws of MENDEL, 
and that the children of an insane par- 
ent, if normal themselves, may marry 
other normals without detriment to 


thelr future offspring or the race. 


They do not know that the professor’s 
statement may simply be based on an 
obvious fallacy in his statistical treat- 
ment, or that Dr. Blank within a year 
will have propounded a™new theory, the 
very opposite of his earlier opinion! 


Dr, Heron frankly challenges Dr, 
DAVENPORT’S theory, which has been 
accepted by physicians everywhere 
and made the basis of radical legis- 
lation, that when both parents are 
feeble-minded all of the children will 
be so likewise, and that a defective 
person married to a pure normal will 
have directly no defective offspring. 
The theory that ‘strength might 
marry weakness,” and that, instead 
of segregating mental defectives, the 
State should endeavor to provide 
them with healthy mates, is attacked 
by Dr. HeErRON as essentially mis- 
chievous. This English disciple of 
GALTON also questions the accuracy 
of the published American reports on 
feeble-mindedness, gathered by per- 
sons whom he believes incompetent. 
But his chief attack is upon MEN- 
DEL’s celebrated theory of heredity as 
applied to diseased humanity. We 
shall hear more of this controversy.

A highly interest- 
ing problem in what 
might be called do- 
mestic ethics was 
formulated—and in a 

way and for the moment solved—the 
other day when a little group of women 
who would be properly described as 
near-New Yorkers met to decide whether 
or not an article written by one of their 
number should be printed fn a publica- 
tion which they controlled. 

The article contended, with vivacity 
and a wealth of anecdotal illustration, 
that many women, on hearing that a 
neighbor has a good servant, will pro- 
ceed to lure the ‘‘treasure’’ away by 
an offer of higher wages. It also con- 
tended that this practice was a distinct- 
ly vicious one and violative of both 
sound morals and sound economics, to 
say nothing of courtesy and friendship. 

Whether these assertions were or werg 
not aimed at—whether they did or did 
not. hit—any of the women present has 
not been revealed, but an apparently 
credible rumor has it that the sentiment 
of ‘the meeting was strongly against the 
publication of the article. It is also said 
that one of its critics had the courage 
to explain her antagonism by declaring 
that any woman had a right to get any 
servant she-€ould by paying any wages 
she pleased—that this was exactly what 
business men constantly did without ex- 
citing reproach, and that to adopt the 
contrary policy would be a cruel injus- 
tice to the maids, In that it would de- 
prive them of practically all opportunity 
for improving their condition and in- 
creasing their earnings. 

This last argument has, or seems to 
have, considerable weight, for wages are 
rarely raised except where competition 
for the worker’s services is free, and 
yet there must be some foundation or ex- 
cuse for the indignation which most 
women undoubtedly feel when a neigh- 
bor, by taking away her servant, inflicts 
upon her the cruel inconveniences which 
the loss of a good servant usually 
causes. And is it not true that the 
luring is commonly done secretly, and 
that the bereaved mistress rarely has 
presented to her the alternative to her 
loss of paying a higher wage? And 
about the business men? That some of 
them sometimes do this thing is true, 
but where friendship has existed be- 
tween them does not the doing tend to 
make the temperature of that friendship 
perceptibly lower?

removal was not an unmixed blessing. 


What the purpose was has been the 
subject of many guesses among this fac- 
tion, but none of those hitherto pre- 
sented has been very satisfactory, and 
of the innumerable people who have been 
deprived of this mysterious organ few 
have suffered from subsequent inconven- 


iences that could with any certainty be 
ascribed to its absence. 

Now a French doctor has reported to 
the Paris Academy of Science that se- 
rums extracted from freshly removed 
appendixes, when injected into animals, 
have a measurably stimulating effect on 
the contractile, or peristaltic, movements 
of the intestinal walls,» and that in all 
probability along this line is to be sought 
and found the use of that which has 
been declared useless. This is in effect 
the-assertion that the appendix, instead 
of being the degenerate and therefore 
dangerous vestige of a once active vis- 
cus, is still a secreting gland and an ef- 


ficient aid in the complicated process of 
digestion. 








MEXICO AND MOBILIZATION. 





Only 200,000 American Soldiers 
Available, Army Officer Says. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I wish to call your attention to a mislead- 
ing statement on the first Page of this 
morning’s issue regarding the ‘‘ plans for 
prompt mobilization’ of the army, 


To begin with, the Ordnance Department 
has nothing whatever to do with the mo- 
bilizing of troops or the mustering 
militia or volunteers. Its duty is solely to 
supply the arms, ammunition, and a great 
part of the equipment of the army, and, 
being a supply department, pure and simple, 
its plans can cover cnly questions of supply. 
Fortunately, the body of the article deals 
only with these matters of supply and sup- 
ports in no way the erroneous statements of 
the headlines. The impression conveyed by 
the headlines, however, should be corrected,

Of this aggregate 42,8370 would be trained 
soldiers. The War Department has stated 
that 560,000 men wouki be needed to guard 
foreigh property in Mexico, without under- 
taking exténsive operations. We thus would 
lack 860,000 men, over and above this aggre- 
gate strength, and this after denuding every 
military post and coast defense battery of 
the regular army, and draining each and 
every State of its last militlaman. ’ 

Given officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers who are traihed, it is conceded that the 
training of these 360,000 individuals could be 
very fairly accomplished for the purpose in- 
tended in a few months. But how can this 
be done, when every last officer and non- 
commissioned officer would be urgently 
needed in Mexico? It looks as though the in- 
adequate 200,000 would be further handi- 
capped by being drawn upon to. provide their 
own reinforcements. 

The magnitude of an intervention in’ Mex- 
ico appears to be wholly beyond the ken of 
the general public, and it would seem wrong 
to encourage indifference to a serious mat- 
ter by unwittingly permitting an error of the 
sort shown to get into print.

American Artists’ Paintings to be 
Sold at Clarke’s—Prints by Sir 
Seymour Haden. 


At the Clarke Auction Rooms is a 
collection of pictures belonging to John 
Forsythe; there are also a number from 
the estate of the late William N. Peak, 
and others from several private estates 
not named. Among them are beauti- 
ful examples of the work of Theodore 
Robinson, Childe Hassam, Herbert Den- 
man, Emil Carlsen, Eastman Johnson, 
Henry Golden Dearth, and others of 
good American repute, One of the Has- 
sam pictures is a marine, the sea and 
sky of the ineffable blue of which Mr. 
Hassam knows the secret, and a shim- 
mering white sail. Less sensitive but 
more vigorous in color is the earlier 
marine which shows a pier jutting bold- 
ly into the water and a man standing 
on it looking over the vivacious blue 
water, with a little town on the further 
shore. 

A “Snowbound” by Twachtman is & 
brook in Winter, the dark water making 
a distinguished pattern between the 
white banks, and a couple of little 
trees with orange leaves striking life 
into the color. The finest of the Robin- 
son landscapes is the ‘‘West River Val- 
ley,’ with violet hills encircling a fer- 
tile plain, one of the canvases in which 
the painter caught the mystery of at- 
mosphere without sacrificing anything 
of subtle form. A figure subject, a girl 
seated in a garden, in a coarse, rustic 
dress, with a couple of watering pots 
on the ground beside her, also shows 
him in a happy‘mood. ‘“‘Summertime”’ 
by Herbert Denman is wrongly cata- 
logued as by H. Herman.

Prof. Robinson Describes Growth 


“ of the City’s Institution. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read the article in Tum Times 
of last Sunday, by Dr. Frederic C. 
Howe, Director of the People’s Insti- 
tute, which refers at length to waste, 
inefficiency, and a lack of democratiza- 
tion in the New York system of educa- 
tion. 

It was in 1909 that the evening ses- 
sion of the College of the City of New 
York was established by the Board of 
Trustees on the recommendation of Dr. 
John H. Finley. Its foremost advocate, 
Stephen P. Duggan, Professor of Edu- 
cation at the college, had prevailed 
with the President and the Trustees, 
the courses at night were started, and 
Prof. Duggan was made Director. 

Dr. Howe notices that of the 85,000 
who enroll in the city elementary even- 
ing schools only 1,584 remain for ninety 
days in attendance, Contrast with this 
the wonderful record of the students of 
the evening sessions of the City College. 
Last term the average attendance was 
between 80 and 90 per cent. and the 
loss of students after enrollment was 
not greater than that which is normally 
expected in any college conducted dur- 
ing the day. 

Starting in 1909 with but 200 students, 
the registration grew to 303 in 1910, 450 
in 1911, 602 in October, 1912, and 703 
in February, 19138. The enrollment for 
the present term is 863. The students 
are doctors, lawyers, dentists, teachers, 
civil engineers, and business men of 
maturity, working side by side with the 
young student who has just received 
his diploma from a high school. They 
form an earnest and enthusiastic body 
of men. Of course there is never any 
question of discipline; the only problem 
is to provide them with more oppor- 
tunities for work and study. How could 
higher education possibly be made more 
democratic than this? 

Moreover, in the evening sessions of 
the College of the City of New York 
the city is receiving a very direct help 
in social efficiency. Many city em- 
ployes come to take courses to improve 
their usefulness to the city and to ad- 
vance themselves in rank. One feature 
is as excellent as it is unexpected; many 
of these men take not only technical 
and vocational courses but also those 


of general culture. The courses in} 
literature, rhetoric, ethics, history, 
politics, government, public speaking, 


and philosophy are as popular as the 
more practical work in biology, chemis- 
try, physics, and surveying. 

The appropriation for instruction last 
year was less than $15 per capita. We 
may safely say that nowhere else in’the 


h | world has collegiate education of a high 


grade been given at so small an ex- 
The economy has been made pos- 
sible by the altruism and social-minded- 
ness of Director Duggan and his corps 
of professors, who render their services 
in the evening at a nominal fee and in 
some cases gratis. 

Another great educational force at the 
City College, also inaugurated and di- 
rected by Prof. Duggan, is in the ex- 
tension courses for teachers. It was 
The courses are offered 
free to the teachers of the public school 
system. More than 3,000 teachers are 


now taking over 4,500 courses, The 


work is designed to improve their effi 
ciency in the classroom through .the 
agency of general culture on the one 
hand and professional or pedagogical 
training, on the other. After the schoo! 
day is over, they come to attend their 


lectures and classes at the college, in 
the afternoons at 4:15 P. M. and Satur- 
mornings. Assuming that each 


teacher has an average of thirty pupils, 
it means that the college is influencing 


j cver 90,000 school children through their 


teachers every year. And the expense 
to the city last year for all this was 
| Only $3,000. 

Dr. Howe also mentions co-operation 
with the city by the college in munici- 
pal research. Already the City College 
has a sociological museum and courses 
in government and politics; already 
students have been sent to co-operate 
with various city departments and help 
has been rendered by them to some of 
the offices of the city administration. 





The education department of the col- 
lege, furthermore, has an educational 
clinic to which afly parent may bring 


his child for diagnosis and advice. It 
is a ‘‘laboratory for educational prob- 
lems.” This department is also in co- 
operation: with the Parents’ Associa- 
tion and philanthropic organizations 
which study educational problems.

Cranberry Lake Company Seeks 
Permission to Abandon the Line. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Nov. 5.—It now looks as 
if the Rich Lumber Company would 
have to go to the Legislature to rid 
itself of a six-mile railroad which is 
a constant loss to the corporation. The 
Public Service Commission to-day 
heard the application of the Cranberry 
Lake Railroad Company for permission 
to surrender its charter and to aban- 
don its railroad. 

This railroad operates from Benson 
Mines, at which it’ connects with the 
New York Central, to Wanakena. It 
was originally constructed mainly for 
the transportation of lumber by the 
Rich Lumber Company. That com- 
pany has now practically abandoned 
the territory through which it runs. 
Thomas H. Dowd, for the company, 
said that every effort has been made 
to work out some basis for operation, 
but without result. He said that the 
railroad had been offered to the New 
York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Company for nothing, and that 
even this offer had been rejected. He 
intumated that such action on the part 
of the Central was sufficient evidence 
that the Cranberry Lake Railroad 
could not be operated as a paying 
proposition. : x 

Discussion between the attorney and 
the Commissioners brought forth the 
fact that the Public Service Commis- 
sion was without jurisdiction to issue 
an order granting the abandonment of 
the road. Mr. Dowd said that it was 
the company’s intention, if the com- 
mission denied the application, to bring 
the matter before the Legislature and 
have that body amend the Public Serv- 
icé Commission law so as to give the 
coramission the necessary authority. 

It such a request is denied by the 
Legislature the company will then stop 
the operation of its railroad and await 
action on the part of the Attorney 
General. 

The commission announced that it 


would issue an order denying the ap- 
plication.

Senate Committee Votes to 
Give Federal Board Control 
of One-Half of Reserves.

THE PRESIDENT UNEASY 





O’Gorman’s Plan for Popular Sub- 
scription to Regional Bank 
Stock Likely to Fail. 





Special to The New York Témes. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—In the face 
of threats from Senators friendly to 
the Administration that a Democratic 
caucus would take the Owen-Glass Bill 
into its own hands unless the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency respect- 
ed its essential provisions, the com- 
mittee this afternoon adopted an 
amendment that is a long stride to- 
ward providing a central bank of issue. 

This change in the measure directs 
that one-half of the reserves to be 
deposited by member banks with the 


regional reserve institutions shall be 
turned over to the Federal Reserve 
Board. The board may then use it 


in any part of the country where finan- 
cial relief is considered necessary. This 
fund, it is estimated, would be about 
$300,000, 000. 

This provision is a compromise, al- 
most half and half, between the House 
bill, which the Administration indorses, 
and the Vanderlip plan for a single 
central bank of issue with stock sub- 
scribed by the people. The committee 
has already shown itself ready to adopt 
the popular subscription provision and 
has reduced the number of regional 
banks from twelve to four. And even 
the decentralization expected to be ac- 
complished by establishing four banks 
is reduced almost one-half by to-day’s 
amendment putting half of the re- 


serves of the entire system under a 
Single control. 


Hitchcock Breaks Tie Vote. 


The amendment finally adopted by 
the committee was proposed in @ 
slightly different form this morning 
by Mr. Reed of Missouri, a Democrat 


who has wavered between support of 
the White House and adhesion to the 
central bank idea. He later modified 
his own proposal and it was put to a 
vote. ‘rhe result was a tie, six to six, 
Mr. Reed being the only Democrat 
supporting his amendment. But Mr. 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, the most out- 
spoken ot the Democratic critics of 
the House bill, saw an opportunity for 
Strategic advantage and changed his 
voie. That made it seven to five and 
the provision was adopted in the ten- 
tative manmer of ali the committee 
votes taken so far. 

Chairman Owen, who is the Adminis- 
tration’s spokesman on the committe 
was very angry at this action. He sai 
that in five minutes he could show the 
unwisdom of the amendment adopted 
by the committee, and the committee 
promptly requested him to state his 
views. This Mr, Owen will do when the 
committee reconvenes to-morrow morn- 
ing, and his address is expected to be 
followed by an effort to have the com- 
mittee reconsider its vote of this aft- 
ernoon, 

It is almost certain that to-day’s ac- 
tion by the committee will revive to- 
morrow the, plan for a caucus, which 
has been in abeyance for. several 
days. When the committee rose on Sat- 
urday to meet again to-day the hope 
Was expressed that the recess, allowed 
ostensibly for the election, would serve 
to cool angry passions and permit the 
various factions in the committee to 
reach a better understanding. But the 
Iines to-night are drawn more tightly 
than ever, and one more amendment has 
been added to the steadily growing list 
of changes, of which President Wilson 
disapproves. 

The suggestion of a caucus to disci- 
pline Democrats of the committee came 
first from Senators closely in sympathy 
with every White House policy, and fts 
advocacy for that purpose is still con- 
fined to them. But Democrats not par} 
ticularly aligned with any group aré 
beginning to feel that something must 
be done if currency legislation is to be 
enacteg in the near future. They are 
not sure, however, that a caueus can 
accomplish much in that direction. 


Could Dodge Caucus. 

The caucus rules of the Senate 
Democrats are not very strict and re- 
fusal to attend a caucus does little 
injury to a Senator’s party status. 
Democrats .of the committee, there- 
fore, with currency views of their 
own could, without making them- 
selves unpleasantly conspicuous, sim- 
ply stay away from any meeting de- 
signei to force them into line. In the 
same way if an effort were made in 
the Senate to discharge the com- 
mittee from further consideration of 
the bill and bring it up on the floor, 
the Democrats anxious to amend the 
bill in committee could join the Re- 
publicans and defeat the motion on 
the floor. . 

_It is now suggested that instead of 
a binding caucus a party conference 
might be called at which the Demo-

| crats of the committee might learn 
a what sort of bill their party 


would support. It is argued that 
such information would influence 
them materially and tend to prevent 
too radical amendments to the pend- 
ing measure. 

The President seems to be uneasy 
over the situation to-night. At his 
invitation, Senator Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts, one of the most prominent of 
the Republican members of the com- 
mittee, called at the White House and 
| discussed the situation for over an 
hour. After the conference it was said 
that there was hope that a substan- 
tial majority of the committee would 
in the end agree to abandon the cen- 
tral bank idea and accept a compro- 
|mise that would preserve the essen- 
| tial features of the House bill, though. 
| perhaps, materially modifying its prac- 
| tical significance. 
| A question still pending before the 
committee is Mr. O’Gorman’s amend- 
ment makir.g half of the capitaliza- 
tion of the proposed regional reserve 
banks open to popular subscription, 
while the member banks would be 
compelled to subscribe the other half. 
This amendment will probably fail. 


RAILROAD REVENUES DROP. 


Net Recelpts Per Mile $96 Less This 
Quarter Than Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.--Net 
enues per mile of 125 railroads 
throughout the United States during 
July, August and September were $96 
in the same three 
months last year, according to statis- 








rev- 


tics prepared by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Last year these 

amounted to $1,224 a mile, 
whereas this year they are only 
| $1,128. 


The loss was most conspicuous in the 


Eastern district, where the decrease in 


the three months was from $2,160 to 
$1,865, a drop of $295 a mile. The 
roads in the Western district showed 


a loss of $42. In the Southern district 
there was a slight gain, an advance of 
$8 per mile in net revenue being noted.

Richard Harding Davis and Gus 
Thomas Produce “Soldiers 
of Fortune” in the Open. 








CUBAN ARMY TAKES PART 





Heroine Who “Escaped” in Ball 
Gown Was Nearly Eaten Alive by 
Mosquitos in a Palm Grove.

Mr. Davis’s “Soldiers of fortune,’ 
once made into a drama by Mr. 
Thomas. Dustin Farnum played the 


leading r6le before the camera in Cuba. 
“ Soldiers of Fortune"’ is a war play, 
with its scenes laid in a tropical re- 
— and for that reason Cuba was 
vaded by the Davis-Thomas iorces. 
Several hundred rifles, thousands of 
reunds of ammunition and enougn uni- 
forms to fit out the army of any South 
Or Central American revolutionist also 
went along, but were not used, as 
Mr, Davis succeeded in obtaining the 
right to use the regular soldiers of 
the Cuban Army, together with a large 
force of American bluejackets and an 
American machjne gun. 

“There was quite a story in our 
trip,” said Mr. Davis at the Hotel 
Webster last night. ‘When I was a 
roung man just out of college, long 
efore I had begun to write anything, 
I went to Santiago, Cuba, to work for 
an iron company because Il knew the 
president of the company. I stayed 
there a couple of years, and all the 
time the company was in hot water 
with revolutionists and Spaniards, and 
occasionally Americans mixed up in 
the continual scrapping which was 
going on. At last I came back home, 
and ten years later wrote my first 
novel, ‘Soldiers of Fortune.’ Five 
years later ‘Gus Thomas dramatized 
it, and now, nearly fifteen years after 
that, we get together again and do it 


for the camera. It is to be put on 
the screen in a Broadway theatre 
about the first of the year. 

‘““We left New York on Oct. 11 and 


play on. I tell you it was quite a sur- 
prise to see real live people walking in 
and ovt of real houses and going 
threugh the scenes just as I imagined 
them when I wrote the story. You see, 
you don’t get the same sort of feeling 
at all when you see a story of your own 
on the stage, where the scenery is all 
Painted and flimsy; but down in Cuba 
we had the real thing every time, and 
the big fight scene took place in the 
plaza of the town, just as I had pic- 
tured it, and we had the soldiers de- 
fending the gate and the heroine es- 
caping on the locomotive, and every- 
thing else that the book called for.

“The Cuban Government was splendid 
to us and lent us the army to do any 
thing we wished with.* We had 2,000 
Cuban regulars fighting before the 
camera and 25 blue jackets from the 
American boat Csceola, and in addi- 
tion the people of the city took a great 
interest in the work and used to turn 
out and watch the picture taking and 
applaud just as though they were see- 
ing a show in a theatre. 

“There were no stage 
Cuban johnnies to hang around, but} 
they followed us from place to place, 
and before long we had them working in 
every scene. Sometimes they were coal 
passers and at other times they were 
society men, but they did what ever we 
wanted them to do, and it was considered 
quite an honor to be in the picture or to 
lend your house for a scene. 

“The only trouble we had was in get- 
ing permission to land the rapid fire 
gun. It was a case of landing a firearm 
on foreign soil, und we had to get per- 
mission from the President, the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, the Governor of the 
Province of Santiago, the Alcalde of the 
city and the American Consul, but fi- 
nally we got it through. There was 
some opposition, too, on the part of the 
soldiers and city people to taking part in 
what they thought was a picture of the 
war between the United States and 
Spain, but finally we showed them that 
it was a fight between the people of an 
imaginary country, and then it was all 
right. They would not consent to allow 
the Cuban flag to be used, however, nor 
the real flag of any other country, so 
we had to get up a special flag. We de- 
signed one in green and white with green 
and pink stars and they were willing to 
stand for that.

OFFICE HOLDER 40 YEARS 





Chief Clerk of Bureau of Elections 
Was Foe of Tammany Hall In 
His Early Political Career. 





Michael T. Daly, for many years 
chief clerk of the Board of Elections, 
under Mayor Gilroy, the Commissioner 
of Public Works, intimate friend of 
Richard Croker, ‘and personally known 
to as many politicians as any man in 
New York, died at his home, 188 Lex- 
ington Avenue, yesterday morning. Mr. 
Daly had been ill only a short time 
and was at his office and apparently 
enjoying good health for one of his 
age when he was stricken about ten 
days ago. He never rallied and his 
death was not unexpected. 

Michael T. Daly was born in Ire- 
land in 1841. He came to this country 
when he was ten years old. He was 
educated in the public schools and in 
the Free Academy, now the College of 


the City of New York. He * first 
worked as a clerk in a broker’s office, 
and afterward as a bookkeeper for 


Patrick Mulvihill, wine importer at 302 
Pearl Street. 


He entered politics when he joined 
| the Andrew Jackson Ciub, which was 
j afterward merged into Apollo Hall, 
and Was with that organization in its 
fights against Tammany Hall. He 
was Second Mayor’s Marshal under 
Mayor Oakey Hall, prior to that time. 


Fighting against Tammany caused him 
to lose that place. In 1873 he was 
made Clerk of Part I. of the old Ma- 
rine Court, but he resigned that place 
in 1876 to go into business as an auc- 
tioneer. 

Mr. Daly did not remain long in this 
business, but returned to politics as a 
clerk in one of the parts of the Supreme 
Court. In 1890 he was made Chief 
Clerk of the City Court, and in May, 
1891, Mayor Grant appointed him a Com- 
missioner of Accounts. He was holding 
this place when Thomas ¥. Gilroy be— 
came Mayor and resigned as Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. Mayor Gilroy 
then appointed Mr. Daly as his succes- 
sor aS Commissioner of Fublic Works, 
and in May, 1898, he was reappointed 
for the full term. 

It is said that Mr. Daly owed his ap- 
pointment as Commissixner of Public 
Works to the friendship of Richard Cro- 


ker. Twenty years ago a _ prominent 
politician once referred to Daly as 
Croker’s second self. It was said 


that he was so thoroughly in the confi- 
dence of the old Tammany Chieftain 
that he opened his letters and answered 
them, in other words, he was Croker's 
right-hand man in the administration of 
the affairs of the organization that was 
so completely routed last Tuesday. 

_ Daly referred to Croker as ‘“ the little 
Chief,’’ and he was always proud of the 
fact that he had been and was Croker’s 
friend. At the time of his death Mr. 
Daly had been a public office holder for 
practically forty years.

EL PASO, Texas, Nov. 5.—A poor 
playing field and an overflow crowd, 
which interfered somewhat with the 
outfielders, made our final game in 
Texas a poor contest as a baseball spec- 
tacle, and the Sox defeated us by the 
score of 10 to 7. It was a free hitting 
affair all the way, with the result in 
doubt up to the closing innings. Five 
runs by Callahan’s boys in the seventh 
put us far in the rear, and our ninth 
inning rally fell short. 

The weather conditions were ideal for 
baseball, but the sand lot on which we 
Played had a worse effect on the game 
than bad weather would have caused. 
The Texans have shown themselves very 
enthusiastic over the world’s tourists, 
and Washington Park held, it is said, 


the largest crowd that ever witnessed a 
ball game in El Paso. The boys were 
inclined to loaf a bit in the closing in- 
nings, but I gave all to understand that 
they must play real baseball on this 
~— The crowds want fast baseball, 
and they are going to get it. 

An aeroplane exhibition by an aviator 
named Wagner was one of the side feat- 
ures of the game. He has been making 
flights here for several days, and in the 
first inning of the game he volplaned to 
the playing field after circling around a 
few times. He was anxious to have 
some of the players take a ride with 
him and Sam Crawford accepted the 
invitation. None of the other players 
were willing to ride. 

As Mathewson is no longer suffering 
from the severe cold which troubled him 
for several days, I asked him to pitch, 
but one inning was enough to prove that 
Matty was not “right.” The Sox 
touched him up for three runs, and 
Bunny Hearne went in at the beginning 
of the second inning. The fans here 
wanted to see Matty work the full 

ame, but I could not agree to that. If 

acceded to the requests of the fans in 
the different cities Matty would be 
working every day.

So-Called Grievances. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—The American 
League will not consider the demands 
of the Baseball Players Fraternity at 
its annual meeting to-morrow. Presi- 
dent Johnson said to-day that the league 
had never been asked formally by the 
fraternity to grant any reforms or to 
make any changes in the contracts and 
that, while the Natignal Commission had 
referred to each club owner a synopsis 
of the changes desired by the men, the 
programme of the meeting called for no 
iscussion of it. The commission prob- 
ably will take action on the demands 
ahead of either the American or Na- 
tional League, if any action is taken, 
according to Johnson. 

Magnates were slow in gathering to- 
day and the absence of some of its 
members caused a postponement of the 
Board of Directors meeting until to- 
morrow. It will precede the league 
meeting, which is to be held late in 
the afternoon. 

With the announcement that the play- 
ers’ demands will not come up for 
discussion the source of liveliest public 
interest is removed. The meeting, ac- 
cording to the President and the few 
owners who have arrived, will deal with 
routine affairs. 

The question of reduced admission to 
world’s series games may be discussed. 
Incidental to announcing this possible 
feature, Mr. Johnson said he had never 
favored increasing the number of 
games In the big series to the best five 
out of nine. No discussion of the com- 
mission’s abandoning its 10 per cent. 
share of the world’s series receipts is 
on the programme as reported, mainly 
for the reason that the league has no 
jurisdiction over the matter. 

Threats of the Federal League and 
rumors of a baseball war involving a 
wholesale desertion of players will be 
unheeded. A story that in self-defense 
the American Association planned to 
put teams in Cleveland and Pittsburgh 
to fight the Federal League on its own 
grounds was denied by Owner Charles 
Somers of the Cleveland Club, which 
has practically controlling interest in 
the Toledo organization.

KRUTTSCHNITT BACK 
FROM WESTERN TOUR 


Conditions Fair Along Southern 
Pacific, but He Expects No 


Railroad Bullding Soon. 


NO RETURN FOR THE MONEY 


Misquoted About Central Pacific, as 
He Only Sald They Intended 
to Defend Themselves. 


Back from a four weeks’ trip to the 
Pacific Coast, during which he traveled 
10,400 miles, Chairman Julius Krutt- 
schnitt of the Southern Pacific said 
yesterday that railroad building would 
not be resumed in this country until 
there was a better prospect of earning 
a fair return on the investment of the 
capital required. Mr. Kruttschnitt took 
a cheerful view of the business outlook. 

“Conditions generally throughout the 
country, that is, on our lines, are good,”’ 
he said. “There is a very fair move- 
ment of freight, but it is nothing phe- 
nomenal. California is still feeling the 
results of the failure of the orange 
crop last year. This has been reflected 
in the local traffic. The coming orange 
and other crops, however, are in good 
shape, and indications are for a pros- 
perous year.” 

Regarding reports concerning the 
Southern Pacific’s attitude toward being 
forced to sell the Central Pacific, Mr. 
Kruttschnitt said: 

‘“‘T have been misquoted. I was asked 
‘What are you going to do?’ 

“I said there was only one thing to 
do, and that was to defend ourselves. 
We have broken no law and don’t know 
of any law to be broken. Nothing has 
been done regarding the disposition of 
the Central Pacific since the California 
Commission declined to approve the dis- 
solution plan.”’ 

Asked about conditions on the South- 
ern Pacific’s lines in Mexico, Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt said: 

‘On our side of the mountains things 
are pretty quiet. We are running trains 
as far south as Hermosillo and occasion- 
ally a train below. Trains are being 


run over about half of our territory, It 
is a regular service, but not a daily 
one. We run a train down one day and 
back the next, and in some sections we 
run only one a week. Food, you know, 
has to be carried to those people. 

“Sentiment is good, but everywhere 
there is evidently a lack of confidence. 
There is not much new business going 
on. You could see this from the train 
windows. In busy times on the South- 
ern Pacific and Central Pacific you see 
many trains on side tracks loaded with 
structural material and lumber. But 
this was the only time I haven’t seen 
solid lumber trains waiting to be un- 
loaded. Lumber cars were conspicuous 
for their absence.” 

Mr. Kruttschnitt said the Southern 
Pacific was not considering any new 
financing. ‘* We are slowly finishing 
up that construction we were commit- 
ted to—that which must be finished— 
and have not undertaken any new 
lines,’’ said he. 

“People don’t seem to want lroaa 
securities and won’t come forward with 
the money. When you think of it, the 
money used by the Southern Pacific is 
public funds. Interest paid on new 
funds is increasing right along.” 

Reverting back to sentiment amon 
business interests, Mr, Kruttschnit 


said: 

“ Universally the spirit = the poonie- 
that is, people who are using rafl- 
roads—is much more friendly and more 
co-operative than I have ever seen ![t be- 
fore. I am speaking from my observa- 
tions from New Orleans, through Texas, 
and on the Pacific Coast as well.”

Chased the old Whitney mansion on 
the southwest corner of Fifth Avenue 

. and Fifty-seventh Street and has erect- 
ed there a three-story taxpayer build- 
ing, has shown his confidence in the 
future commercial value of that local- 
ity by acquiring additional property. 
He purchased yesterday through 
Henry D. Winans & May the residence 
adjgining the Whitney plot at 4 West 
Fifty-seventh Street and the two abut- 
ting houses’ at 83 and 5 
sixth Street. The house at 4 West 
Fifty-seventh Street was formerly the 
home of James A. Roosevelt and is 
still owned by the family, although a

ARTISTS DECIDE ON 
"THE GIRL OF TO-DAY? 


They Go Over the Hundreds“of 
Pictures and Finally 
Settle on One. 


EACH FIRST CHOSE FIVE 


Places on Jury of H. C. Christy and 
Harrison Fisher Taken by Ham- 
ilton King and W. L. Jacobs. 


The well-known artists who had been 
asked by THE New York TrMzEs to act 
&s a jury in the selection of the picture 
of The Girl of To-day met yesterday 
at the office of THe Times and made 
their choice. First, they decided upon 
the twenty-nine photographs they con- 
sidered as most typical of the present- 
day American girl, and then from 
among those they chose one that in 
their opinion best represented The Girl 
of To-day. 

Owing to illness in the family of Har- 
rison Fisher, and to the fact that How- 
ard Chandler Christy had been un- 
avoidably detained in Ohio, the places 
of these two members of the original 
jury had to be filled by other distin- 
guished artists, and Hamilton King and 
W. L. Jacobs consented to act. C. Allan 
Gilbert, Clarence F. Underwood and 
Penrhyn Stanlaws were on _ hand 
promptly; Philip Boilleau, though he 
hated to break away from pastoral 
pursuits at Douglaston, L I., came in 
on time keen for the contest, and James 
Montgomery Flagg, who says he is the 
only person he knows well who believes 
in punctuality, beat the clock by a few 
minutes, and though he had an early 
engagement, he found himself so in- 
terested that he stayed through to cast 
his final vote. 

And it was an interesting lot of pict- 


ures that the artists found upon enter- 
ing the big room where they were dis- 
played. Mention has been made betore 
of the fact that a glance over the lot 
had assured that the choice of the 
judges must necessarily fall upon a girl 
with good looks, as there seemed to be 
no other kind represented. ‘The photo- 
graphs had all been arranged by hun- 
dreds on long, narrow tables, each bril- 
liantly lighted, and each picture so 
placed that it could be studied to best 
advantage. To the credit of the judges 


it must be said that each was carefully | Tifton. 


examined. Some when they had taken 
their first glance at the enormous array 
of pictures had thrown up their hands 
in mock dismay. However, they went 
bravely to their task, wnich soon caught 
and held their keen interest. As each 
of the artists has made famous a type 
of the American girl by his pictures, 
and each type is distinct from the oth- 
ers, it was interesting to watch them in 
their process of elimination and selec- 
tion. 

It was decided that the first thing to 
do would be for each of the judges to 
view all the pictures in turn before an 
attempt at definite selection was made. 
This took some time, and when this had 
been done, acting upon the suggestion 
of Messrs. Gilbert and Underwood, the 
next step was to pick out from the 
whole array an even one hundred which 
seemed best to represent definite types 
of American girls. This being accom- 
plished, the next thing was to narrow 

choice down to the twenty-nine 
were most typical of American 
Here a difficulty presented it- 
self. 
Mr. Flage thought that with so many 
types of girls in this country it would 
be hard to get down to twenty-nine. 

Mr. Boilleau suggested that it had 
taken generations to produce an Ameri- 
ean type, and that perhaps a strict in- 
terpretation of ‘‘ typical American girl” 
might limit the choice to those whose 
families had been here for two hundred 
years or so. 

“How many girls do you think would 
come under that head?” asked one of 
the other judges. 

“‘T should say there were at least 500,- 

” was the reply. 

Mr. Underwood and Mr. Gilbert advo- 
cated the selection by each of five of 
the best types from the one hundred 
which had been taken from the whole 
number, with the result that the first 
judge took the five he considered best, 
the second the five he thought best out 
of what were left, and so on. Then the 
photographs were all displayed on a 
jJarge table in a room adjoining the “ ex- 
hibition hall,” and the real discussion 
began. : 

“To me this is the American girl of 
the period,” said one, taking up _a photo- 

“This is the sort of girl you see 
most of in this country.” 

“But the features have not sufficently 
aged to denote character,” objected an- 
other. 

“Well, at what age does girlhood begin 
and when does it end?” asked a third. 

“JT should say that girlhood ended at 
20,” said the first speaker. 

“T have known girls as old as 40,” said 
another. 

“This girl has youth, good looks and 
spirit,’ was another comment. “She 
comes nearest to my idea of The Ameri- 
ean Girl of To-day.” 

One of the judges picked up another 
photograph and held it out for inspec- 
tion. 

““She looks too much like a foreigner,” 
said another. 

“There are many American girls that 
may look English or German or French 
or some other nationality.” 

“We are not picking out the prettiest

CREWLESS, SAILED- THE SEA. 


Schooner with Carge, Ail Canvas 
Set, Picked Up by Steamship. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Nov. 5.— 

The revenue cutter Gresham towed 
into port to-day the abandoned Glouces- 
ter fishing schooner Annie M. Parker, 
which was picked up Monday 60 miles 
east of the Nantucket Lightship. 

The British steamship: Astrakhan, 
bound from New York for - France, 
sighted the Parker on Monday, drift- 
ing about with all sails set. Officers of 


the Astrakhan boarded the vessel and 
found that she had evidently been aban- 
doned in haste. Four of the eight dories 
usually carried on the fisherman were 
‘* nested,’’ and lashed to the deck. The 
other dories were missing. Salt fish, 
valued at about $8,000, filled the hold. 
The clothing and valises of the captain 
and crew were in their bunks. A few 
burned pieces of bread were all the food 
that was found in the galley, indicating 
that before leaving the crew had hastily 
gathered together a supply of provisions. 

The schooner was not leaking and ap- 
peared to be in perfect condition, ex- 
cept for the loss of one jib that was car- 
ried away possibly after, the vessel was 
abandoned. A prize crew from the As- 
trakhan therefore was put in charge of 
her and they later turned her over to 
the Gresham. 

From the owners of the Annie M. Par- 
ker, the Gorton-Pew Fisheries Company 
of Gloucester, it was learned that the 
schooner sailed from Sydney, N. S., for 
her home port on Oct. 26, after a fish- 
ing trip to the Newfoundland Grand 
Banks. She was in command of Capt. 
Vincent Nelson, a. veteran Gloucester 
skipper, and was manned by a crew of 
15 men. The owners could offer no ex- 
ee of the abandonment of the 
vessel. 


PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 5.—Nine mem- 
bers of the crew of the Gloucester fish- 
ing schooner Annie M. Parker were 
brought here to-day by the schooner 


The Tifton, which was bound 
from Jacksonville, Fla., had picked 
them up from’ dories thirty miles off 
Nantucket Sunday morning, after they 
had been afloat twenty-four, hours 
without food cr drink. 

A tenth survivor, Harry Nelson, of 
Beverly, son of the Captain, was left 
behind on the Boston fisherman Josie 
and Phoebe, exhausted from his ex- 
perience, but hoping to find trace of 
his father, who is missing with three 
seamen. . 

Reuben Kenney, the cook, was swept 
overboard from a dory while his mates 
looked on powerless to help. His home 
was at Glenwood, N.S. ‘He leaves séven 
children. 

The missing men, besides Capt. Nel- 
son, are: Lester Fletcher of Argyle 
Sound, N. S.; Ross Worthen of Pubnico 
Head, N. S., and Thomas Landry of 
Arichat, C. B. 

The fact that their abandonment of 
the stranded schooner near Nantucket 
and the loss of life were unnecessary 
was not known to the rescued men until 
word reached them to-night that the 
schooner was in port at New Bedford 
practically undamaged. 

It appears that the Annie M. Parker, 
bound home from the fishing grounds, 
and carried off her course by adverse 
winds, went aground on Rose Crown 
shoal, off the Nantucket coast, early 
Saturday morning. The vessel was 
wracked by the waves, and the crew 
agreed with Capt. Nelson that hope 
for safety lay in getting clear of their 
craft. 

Three boats were put over the leeward 
side before one was launched, The 
first was smashed; the,,second was 
swamped; the third was floated and 
eight men put out in it. Two other 
boats were dropped overboard safely on 
the windward side. The first held three 
men; the last contained Capt. Nelson 
and three of his crew. 

It was pitch dark, and the dary crews 
were lost to the view of each other al- 
most in a moment. The last seen of 
the boat in. which Capt. Nelson left his 
ship was when it was rounding the bow 
of the schooner. The seas were running 
high, and in one of the hollows between 
them the little craft swung around the 
bow and out of sight. 

The men in the other two boats did 
not see each other until daybreak. 
When they got together, an account of 
stock was taken and it was found that 
neither had water or food. They drifted 
about all that day and the following 
night, constantly buffeted by heavy 
seas, one of which carried Reuben Ken- 
ney, the ¢ook, over thé stern, Kenney 
fought hard to swim back to the boat, 
but went down before his comrades 
could’ reach him. — : ; 

When they were picked up by the 
Tifton Sunday morning all the sur- 
vivors were nearly exhausted. The 
supplies aboard the Tifton were low 
and the ten added hungry mouths 
taxed the schooner’s lockers to their 
utmost. The. Boston fisherman Josie 
and Phoebe was sighted and hailed. 
The skipper had no fish on board, but 
he set a trawl. He pulled in a good 
catch, which, with flour and meal, was 
turned over to the Tifton’s captain. 

Harry Nelson insisted on going. with 
the Josie and Phoebe, in the hope that 
he might be able to obtain some trace 
of his father and ‘three mates. 


ATTACK GAME WARDEN. 


Shot from. Hunter’s Gun Tears 
Away Sole of Official’s Shoe. 


Deputy Game Warden Ernest Trainor 
of Hackensack, N. J., came near meet- 
ing the same fate yesterday that befell 
Game Warden John C, Reinhold of 


Hackensack, who was shot to death 
while attempting to arrest an Italian 
hunter. Trainor came upon two Italians 
who had just killed a rabbit in the woods 
between Hackensack and Lodi. As the 
Warden seized’ one man the hunter’s 
shotgun was discharged, tearing away 
the sole of the deputy’s shoe. The other 
Italian aimed his shotgun at Warden 
Trainor and his companion, John Am- 
merman, threatening to kill them ‘if they 
moved. The Italians then backed away 
and disappeared. 

Another Italian, Abran Fagoni of Lodi, 
was discovered. hunting in the same 
woods later, and Justice James Bratt 
of Hackensack fined him $20 and costs.

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CITY BREAKS GROUND 
FOR FIRST NEW PIER 


Work Begins at Once at 46th 
St. and North River to Provide 
for the Greatest Steamships. 


CREDIT TO MAYOR GAYNOR 


Mayor Kline Says He Feels He Is a 
Proxy for Him in Providing for 
Port’s Expanding Commerce. 


Ground was broken yesterday for the 
new pier system at the foot of West 
Forty-sixth Street, which starts the big 
work of water front improvement to 
provide for the largest steamships com- 
ing to this port and others that are now 
under construction. All of the piers are 
to be at least 1,000 feet in length. Mayor 
Kline, Mayor-elect Mitchel, Dock Com- 
missioner Smith, and other city officials 
were there when the dirt was turned. 

Police Commissioner Rhinelander 
Waldo placed the police boat Patrol at 
the disposal of officials and guests, who 
went from Pier A to the site at North 
River and Forty-sixth Street, where the 
dredge Toledo was ready to start dig- 
ging on the arrival of the party. In- 
cluded in. the official party were the 
Borough Presidents of the Bronx, Rich- 
mond, and Queens, Douglas Mathewson, 
Deputy Controller; T. O. McGill, Secre- 
tary of the New Harbor Commission; 
ex-Gov. John A. Dix, representatives of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Maritime 
Association, Produce Exchange, Board 
of Trade, and Col. William A. Black, 
Col. S. W. Rosseller, and Brig. Gen. W. 
T. Rossell, U. S. A. 

Mayor Kline pressed the lever con- 
necting with the dredge. which com- 
menced to scoop up the mud from the 
shore line at the rate of 200 tons a turn. 
Then Mr. Mitchel reversed the lever of 
the steam shovel and dumped it, re- 
marking that it was a good improve- 
ment. Commissioner Smith said_ the 
new dock system would make New York 
the leading harbor of the world. He 
congratulated the city that Col. Rossell, 
who had just retired from the army 
with the rank of Chief Engineer, had 
entered into an arrangement with the 
State Commission to act for them as 
advisory engineer on harbor improve- 
ments. 

Mayor Kline read these telegrams from 
President Wilson and Gov. Glynn: 

Washington, D, C., Nov. 5, 1913. 

My thought turns to-day with the great- 
est interest to the great dredging work 
about to be begun for the new pliers, a de- 
velopment in which the whole country must 
feel.a deep interest.

The State congratulates the City of New 
York on the auspicivus inauguration of the 
great work of dredging for the great pliers 
at West Forty-sixth Street. The State is 
justly proud of its great harbor and of 
every development that makes for its com- 
mercial prestige and importance. God 
speed this great undertaking.

Mayor Kline said he felt that he was 
acting as a proxy for the late Mayor 
Gaynor in taking parr in .the inception 
of the construction of the new piers so 
vital to the business interests of the 
city. He said: 

“The step taken to-day is an event 
of great importance to the commerce 
of this city. We had reached a point in 
the development of the port facilities 
where we had to provide docks such as 
these will be or see the shipping in- 
terests seek other cities for accommo- 
dations. The decision of this city to 
build these needed piers means that we 
intend to expand our facilities to meet 
the growing needs of our cOmmerce, 
and that we do not intend to permit our 
commerce to suffer from any lack of 
vigilance or attention on our part.

Made a Full Captain for Saving 
Vulturno Passengers. 


The agents of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Line in this city an- 
nounced yesterday that on account of 
his courage and skill in rescuing the 
passengers from the Uranium steamship 
Volturno, Acting Captain Spangenberg of 
the Grosser Kurfuerst has been promot- 
ed to the rank of Captain .in the com- 
pany’s service. News has been reeeived 
from Berlin that the Directors have de- 
cided to add ships of a total weight of 
188,600 tons to the fleet of the company. 

The principal items in this programme 
are the building of the Columbus, which 
will be put in the New York-London- 
Paris-Bremen service in August, 1914, 
and the building of a sister ship to the 
Columbus. Each of these will have a 
gross registered tonnage of 35,000. 
The other dimensions are as follows: 
Length, 775 feet; beam, 83 feet; depth, 
54 feet, and displacement, 40,000 tons. 
They will be equipped with 30,000 horse- 
power engines, and will make from 
twenty to twenty-one knots. The Co- 
lumbus as well as her sister ship will 
have accommodations for about 500 first 
cabin, 500 second cabin, 700 third cabin, 


and 1,100 steerage passengers. 

The new steamships will have nine 
decks, of which the top deck will be 
set aside for first cabin social rooms. 
The cabin space in all classes will be 
unusually large. 

There will also be a sister ship to the 
Berlin, which will be built on the same 
general lines as this steamer, which, in 
the Mediterranean service, is regarded 
as a model ship.

James Powers Indicted for Using 
the Malls to Defraud. 


James Powers, a reak estate man of 
East Orange, N. J., was arraigned yes- 
terday before Judge Hand in the Federal 
Court on an indictment for using the 
mails to defraud. He was held in $3,000 
bail for pleading. 

Post Office Inspector Kenyon, who 
worked up the case, said that Powers for 
nearly a year had managed the Tax Ad- 
justment Bureau, first at 80 and then at 
69 Wall Street, and that the complainants 
were the owners of certain submerged 
lands in the Montauk Point region of 
Long Island. According to the indict- 
ment, Powers in his correspondence led 
the clients to believe that his bureau 
was connected officially with the County 
Clerk’s office of Suffolk, although it was 
in reality a private enterprise. 

His circulars said that thousands of 
lots belonging to non-residential owners 
in Suffolk County had been advertised 
for sale for the non-payment of taxes, 
and that the law did not require the of- 
ficiais to send out notices of taxes when 
they fell due. The bureau consequently 


offered, on receipt of fees ranging from 
$1.50 to $5.86, to adjust all unpaid taxes. 

According to Inspector Kenyon, Powers 
had received a large amount of money 
from property -owners, and had settled 
their taxes for them. These, however, 
were very small, and Kenyon reckoned 
that in its year’s existence the Tax Ad- 
just ment Bureau had reaped a profit 
of between $15,000 and $25,000. 


POST-ELECTION MURDER. 


Watcher at Bonfire Shot Down in 
Front of His Boarding House. 


After an election 
the noise and the crowds, Michael 
O’Fanning, with his friend, Joseph 
Rafferty, had returned to their board- 
ing house at 224 West Sixty-seventh 
Street, at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and O’Fanning was standing, at the 
curb beside a lingering bonfire, when 
he was shot down.
